The  Association  met  according  to  adjournment.  Eeli- 
gious  exercises  by  Elder  J.  C.  Wilson.  Eoll  called;  Pro- 
ceedings of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Eules  of  Government 
reported,  report  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  pubhshed  as 
follows: 

COE^STITUTIOK. 

Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Mt. 
ZiON  Baptist  Association. 

Art.  2.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  and  be 
composed  of  the  ordained  ministers  belonging  to  the 
chm^ches,  and  of  members  chosen  annually  by  the  several 
churches  belonging  to  this  body,  who,  by  presenting  let- 
ters from  their  respective  churches  certifying  their  ap- 
pointment shall  be  entitled  to  seats. 
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Aet.  3.  The  number  of  delegates  from  each  Church 
shall  not  exceed  four. 

Aet.  4.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  state  the 
number  baptised,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by 
letter,  excommunicated,  and  deceased,  during  the  preceding 
year,  also  the  total  number  in  fellowship,  and  the  amount 
of  funds  sent  up  to  the  association,  for  what  objects  sent, 
also  the  amount  expended  by  the  Church,  and  for  what 
objects  expended,  during  the  Associational  year,  and  the 
amount  of  services  rendered  by  pastor,  and  amount  of  sal- 
ary promised  pastor,  and  how  much  he  received.^  Togeth- 
er with  Sunday  school  statistics. 

Art.  5.  The  members  thus  chosen  and  convened  shall 
sit  as  an  advisory  council  who  shall  have  no  power  to  in- 
fringe on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches. 

Art.  6.  In  all  their  discussions  and  acts  this  Associa- 
tion, shall  recognize  Christ  as  the  only  law  giver  in  Zion, 
and  that  every  individual  Church  is  an  independent  body, 
with  executive,  but  no  legislative  power. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Association,  when 
requested  by  aggrieved  chui'ches,  to  hear  their  grievances, 
give  appropriate  advice,  or  send  committees  to  aid  them 
in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  a  Church  is  ag- 
grieved with  the  majority,  upon  application,  they  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  consideration.  Individual  applications 
will  not  be  entertained. 

Art.  8.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw 
from  any  Church,  that  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  depart 
from  the  orthodox  principles  of  religion  as  taught  in  the 
Bible,  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists,  as  the  true  teach- 
ings thereof. 

Art.  9.  As  soon  as  the  Church  letters  are  read  and 
the  names  of  the  delegates,  are  enrolled  the  Association 
shall  elect  by  ballot  a  moderator  and  clerk.  The  former 
elected  annually,  and  the  latter  holding  his  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Association. 

Art.  10.  The  clerk  shall  act  as  treasurer  and  disburse 
the  funds  as  directed  by  the  Association.  He  shall  also 
annually  transcribe  the  proceedings  of  the  Association  in 
a  suitable  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  11.  Baptist  Churches,  on  application  for  admis- 
sion into  this  body,  shall  be  received,  and  their  delegates 
seated,  if  satisfactory  evidence  is  given,  that  they  are  truly 
of  our  faith  and  order. 


'Aet,  12.  ■  Amendments  to  tMs  constitution  may  be 
made  at  any  annual  meeting,  two-thirds  of  the  members, 
present  concurring. 

The  Association  called  off  to  hear  Elder  T.  H.  Prit- 
chard  preach  at  the  stand,  after  which  it  met,  and  took 
recess  till  two  P.  M.,  for  dinner.  Prayer  by  Elder  E.  A.

The  Association  met  according  to  adjournment.  The 
Eules  of  Order  were  read  and  adopted : 

EULES  OF  OEDEE. 

Article  1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and 
closed  by  prayer  by  the  moderator  or  by  some  brother  at 
Tils  request. 

Aet.  2.  The  names  of  the  delegates  shall  be  enrolled 
by  the  clerk,  and  called  over  each  day  and  the  proceedings 
of  the  previous  day  read  over  before  proceeding  to  other 
business. 

Aet.  3.  All  questions  before  the  Association  shall  be 
decided  by  the  living  voice,  except  a  division  is  called  for, 
then  by  rising  up. 

Aet.  4.  ^o  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  on 
any  subject,  without  permission  from  the  moderator. 

Aet.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  to  obtain  per- 
mission, before  leaving  the  Association. 

Aet.  6.  While  a  brother  is  speaking,  it  shall  be  deem- 
ed a  breach  of  order,  for  any  member  to  pass  between  the 
speaker  and  moderator,  or  to  engage  in  conversation,  or  in 
any  way  to  interfere  with  the  speaker. 

Aet.  7.  Every  member  must  arise  and  address  the 
moderator  and  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  be- 
fore the  body,  use  appropriate  language,  address  no  mem- 
ber by  any  other  appellation  except  that  of  brother,  and 
cast  no  reflections  on  any  member. 

Aut.  8.  The  moderator  shall  have  the  same  privilege 
of  speech  as  any  other  member,  by  calhng  some  member 
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temporarily  to  the  chair,  and  when  requisite  give  the  cast^ 
ing  vote. 

Art.  9.  Written  queries,  from  the  churches,  or  from 
members,  and  resolutions,  must  be  twice  read,  and  assign- 
ed by  the  mover  before  they  are  received  for  discussion. 

Aet.  10.  ISTo  motion,  without  a  second,  shall  be  re- 
ceived. The  mover  may  withdraw  his  motion,  if  it  is  done 
before  it  is  voted  upon. 

Art.  11.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received,  but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to  amend,  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  here  arranged. 

Art.  12.  When  a  motion  has  been  carried,  it  shall  be 
in  order,  for  any  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  to 
move  for  the  reconsideration  on  the  same  day. 

Art.  13.  All  committees  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers, unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Art.  14.  The  clerk  shall  make  out  a  list  of  the  mem- 
bers appointed  upon  each  committee,  stating  the  subject 
to  be  reported  upon,  and  hand  it  to  the  chairman,  as  early 
as  practicable. 

Art.  15.  Should  any  member  violate  any  of  the  pre- 
ceding rules  of  order,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  moderator 
to  call  him  to  order.  If  he  fail  to  do  so,  any  member  of 
the  body  shall  have  the  same  privilege. 

Committee  on  State  Missions  reported,  which  was  very 
ably  discussed  by  Elder  T.  H.  Pritchard,  and  adopted. 

EEPORT  01^  STATE  MISSION". 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of 
State  Missions  beg  leave  to  report. 

The  great  Commission  is  still  in  force ;  the  command 
to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature,  is  as  imparatively  binding  upon  all  Christians 
now,  as  it  was  upon  the  immediate  disciples  of  Christ,  to 
whom  it  was  originally  given.  That  Gospel  however, 
which  was  to  be  preached  among  all  nations  was  to  begin 
at  Jerusalam.  It  has  been  well  said  that  man's  duties  lie 
around  him  in  concentric  circles,  those  which  are  nearest 
to  him  are  of  first  importance.  The  Heathen  should  not 
be  neglected,  but  it  is  our  paramount  duty  to  see  to  it 
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that  the  people  of  our  own  native  land  have  the  Gospel 
faithfiiUy  and  effectually  preached  to  them.  It  is  a  lamen- 
table fact  that  there  is  great  spiritual  destitution  in  many 
parts  of  our  beloved  State.  We  rejoice  that  the  strength  of 
our  denomination  is  mainly  in  the  country,  for  in  the 
country  are  to  be  found  the  bone  and  sinew  of  the  land, 
but  we  must  not  tail  to  appreciate  the  Cities  and  Towns, 
for  they  are  the  seats  of  civilization,  and  the  centres  of  in- 
fluence. In  many  of  our  most  thriving  towns  and  villages,, 
especially  along  the  more  important  hues  of  travel,  we 
either  have  no  churches  at  all,  or  else  very  feeble  ones,  which 
can  scarcely  maintain  an  existence,  and  are  able  to  exert 
but  httle  influence  over  the  communities  in  which  they 
are  located.  The  same  is  true  in  extended  regions  in 
the  country,  in  which  if  the  gospel  is  ever  successfully  es- 
tablished, help  must  be  extended  from  more  favored  sec- 
tions of  the  State. 

IsTow  to  supply  these  destitute  regions  with  the  bless- 
ings of  the  Gospel,  to  build  up  these  weak  and  feeble 
churches,  and  to  preach  the  whole  truth  and  nothing  but 
the  truth  to  every  living  soul  in  I^orth  Carolina,  are  now 
the  objects  contemplated  in  the  formation  of  our  district 
associations  and  the  State  Convention,  and  if  our  entire 
Baptist  Zion  were  thoroughly  enlisted  in  this  stupendous 
enterprise  ;  if  we  were  so  well  organized  that  every  church 
and  every  association  would  heartily  co-operate  with  the 
Convention  in  this  glorious  work,  we  might  hope  soon  to 
see  the  wilderness  and  solitary  places  made  glad,  and  the 
desert  blossoming  as  the  rose. 

The  Baptist  denomination  of  Korth  Carolina  number- 
ing seventy-eight  thousand  souls,  is  a  giant  asleep.  The 
want  of  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  the  ministry  in  not 
training  their  churches  to  habits  of  systematic  benificence, 
the  want  of  harmony  in  our  efforts,  and  thorough  organi- 
zation in  our  associations  are  the  causes  which  rob  us  of 
our  strength,  and  prevent  us  from  achieving  a  great  and 
mighty  work  for  the  Lord.  The  man  or  men  who  shall  suc- 
ceed under  God,  in  organizing  the  mighty  energies  of  the 
Baptist  hosts  in  North  Carolina,  will  merit  to  be  held  in 
grateful  and  perpetual  rememberance  by  all  our  people. 

Were  the  funds  in  hand,  the  State  Mission  Board  would 
require  to  appoint  one  hundred  men  to  important  fields  in 
the  State,  the  harvest  is  great  but  alas  the  laborers  whom 
we  have  been  able  to  send  forth  are  few  indeed. 
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DuriDg  the  past  year  we  have  had  uo  paid  ageuts  m 
the  employ  of  the  board,  the  work  of  such  an  officer  hav- 
ing been  performed,  as  far  as  he  was  able,  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  board. 

The  Evangehsts,  Brethren  II.  Hatcher  and  E.  Alison, 
have  been  at  work  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  the 
Lord  has  blessed  their  labors  v/ith  gratifying  success, 
but  alas  nothing  has  been  accomplished  in  comparison 
with  what  ought  to  have  been  done. 

In  view  of  the  peculiar  exegencies  of  the  times,  your 
Committee  would  in  conclusion  respectfully  suggest  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions. 

Resolved^  1.  That  one  great  want  of  the  church  is  more 
Ministers  and  better  Ministers. 

Resolved^  2.  That  we  earnestly  request  the  churches  of 
this  body  to  pray  specially  and  fervently  to  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  that  he  would  send  forth  more  laborers  into  his 
harvest. 

Resolved^  3.  That  the  hearty  co-operation  of  our  Zion 
were  a  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished,  and  that 
to  this  end,  we  will  give  our  labors  and  our  prayers. 

Resolved^  4:.  That  we  commend  to  the  Pastors  and 
churches  of  our  body  the  adoption  of  a  plan  of  systematic 
benificence,  by  which  every  member  may  be  induced  to 
give  to  the  Lord,  that  the  wants  necessary  for  the  prose- 
cution of  this  great  work  may  be  supphed,

The  subject  is  one  of  vital  importance  to  the  churches  at 

this  time.     For  years  the  tide  of  intemperance  has  been 

stayed  by  the  scarcity  and  high  price  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
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l)ut  now  our  land  is  crowded  with  distileries,  and  there 
will  be  a  propotional  increase  of  intemperance  in  the  coun- 
try and  among  the  churches,  and  consequently  our  advice 
is  to  be  temperate,   w^hich  is  highly  important ;  therefore, 

Resolved  1.  That  we  recommend  that  all  church  mem- 
bers ought  to  abstain  from  the  use  of  all  intoxicating  li- 
quors as  a  beverage. 

Resolved  2.  That  we  recommend  to  the  churches  not 
to  hold  any  person  in  fellowship  who  is  engaged  in  the 
traffic  of  buying  and  selling  liquors  as  a  beverage. 

Resolved  3.  That  it  is  inconsistent  with  the  christian 
character  to  manufacture  intoxicating  liquors  to  make 
drunkards,  who  are  to  be  shut  out  of  the  Kingdou  of 
Heaven.

EEPOET  0]sr  EDUCATIO:^r. 

Your  Committee  on  Education  respectfully  submit  the 
the  following : 

I>I'ever  has  there  been  a  time  in  the  history  of  our  coun- 
try when  we  were  more  in  need  of  an  educated  Ministry. 
The  Physician  to  heal  the  diseases  of  the  body,  must  be- 
acquainted  with  the  causes  and  nature  of  those  diseases, 
so  the  spiritual  physician,  going  forth  with  the  "leaves" 
that  our  divine  Master  has  given  for  the  healing  of  the 
nation,  should  apply  them  with  the  spirit  and  with  the 
understanding. 

He  too  should  be  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  the 
mental  diseases  he  is  called  to  cure,  in  order  to  prove  him- 
self a  worthy  disciple  of  the  Great  Physician  of  souls. 
False  philosophies  and  preversions  of  the  human  mind  can 
only  be  eradicated  by  the  spirit  of  truth.  Let  Christ's  dis- 
ciples be  prepared  to  show  in  very  truth,  that  the  wisdom 
of  man  is  foolishness  in  the  sight  of  God.  They  should 
not  conform  to  the  fashion  of  the  world,  but  they  should  be 
able  to  convince  the  world  of  its  folly,  and  to  fight  against 
spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places.  We  congratulate  the 
Church  that  many  fully  realize  the  importance  of  this  great 
question — that  they  are  preparing  an  army  to  drive  the 
adversary  from  his  walls  of  defence,  and  to  pull  down  the 
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work  of  error  whenever  found.  The  College  at  Wake 
Forest  has  already  sent  out  seventy-five  ministers,  while 
there  ore  twenty  young  men  there  now  in  course  of  pre- 
paration. Among  the  former  we  name  brother  M.  T. 
Yates,  who  has  labored  so  faithfully  in  China,  and  hopes 
soon  with  restored  health,  to  return  to  the  same  field. 

Many  of  us  know  the  power  of  those  who  are  about 
their  master's  business  in  our  midst. 

Let  us  have  more  of  them.  Your  committee  recommend 
that  this  association  determine  to  support  one  student  of 
the  ministry  at  Wake  Forest  every  year,  and  that  we  af- 
fectionately extend  an  invitation  to  all  the  associations  in 
North  Carolina  to  do  as  much  for  the  support  of  oiu:  Col- 
lege, and  the  Glory  of  our  Lord.  We  estimate  that  ten 
dollars  from  each  Church  would  pay  all  necessary  expense, 
as  there  would  be  no  charge  for  tuition.  Twenty  cents 
laid  by  on  the  first  day  of  each  week  by  every  Church, 
would  suffice  to  raise  this  amount,  and  give  our  state,  at 
the  end  of  every  collegiate  term  about  thirty  additional 
laborers  instructed  in  the  ways  of  the  Lord,  more  perfect- 
ly." Can  we  not  for  this  ensuing  year  pay  this  amount 
in  advance,  and  let  the  churches  here  represented  make 
arrangements,  to  select  our  first  student.  Let  us  not  be 
indifferent  to  the  education  of  your  youth ;  especially 
should  female  education  not  be  neglected.  The  arm 
that  rocks  the  cradle  rocks  the  world.  All  around  us  we 
see  the  blighting  effects  of  error  and  heresies  taught  in 
childhood.  Even  with  some  of  the  most  conscientious,  the 
truth  now  cannot  make  them  free.  The  tares  and  the 
wheat  have  grown  up  so  closely  together,  that  they  can- 
not be  separated  till  the  final  day  of  the  harvest.  How 
many  fold  more  would  have  been  the  yield,  if  no  tares  had 
been  sown. 

In  conclusion,  we  congratulate  the  brethren  upon  the 
successful  inauguration  of  a  fine  Female  School  in  Ealeigh. 
We  commend  it  to  the  prayer,  and  patronage  of  this 
Association.

Ac- 
cording to  some  statistical  facts  given  in  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Journal,  we  find  that  during  the  last  fiscal  year,

The  subject  of  procuring  a  Minister  to  labor  as  a  missionary 
in  the  field  immediately  west  of  the  present  bounds  of  this  As- 
sociation, was  discussed,  after  which  the  report  was  adopted: 

EEPOET  OJSr  STATE  MISSIOI^S. 

Your  Committee  on  State  Missions  submit  the  following,: 

The  commission  given  by  our  Saviour,  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  was  not  only  binding  upon  the 
Apostles  and  first  Christians,  who,  after  it  was  preached  in  Jerusalem, 
went  everywhere  preaching  the  Word ;  but  it  lays  under  tribute  all  our 
powers  and  all  our  means.  As  long  as  we  remain  in  the  world,  we  may 
be  assured  that  we  have  a  work  to  do.  We  are  workers  together  with 
God.  A  woe  is  denounced  against  them  that  are  at  ease  in  Zion.  We 
learn  from  the  parable  of  the  talents,  that  none  are  exempt,  however 
poor — however  weak.  There  was  just  as  strict  accounting  with  the  man 
who  had  but  one  talent,  as  with  him  who  had  five.  But  why  do  we  need 
any  exhortation  to  this  work?  Why,  we  should  never  get  done  thanking 
God,  that  he  has  called  us  to  this  glorious  work.  He  has  conferred  eternal 
honors  on  us,  in  elevating  us  to  share  with  Him  in  the  work  of  spreading 
the  Gospel  and  saving  men.  This  is  God's  grandest  and  most  glorious 
work.  He  stamped  it,  as  first,  when  He  spilt  His  blood  for  its  accom- 
plishment upon  Calvary.  We  must  not  make  that  secondary,  which  God 
Almighty  has  stamped  as  first.  To  the  accomplishment  of  this  work  He 
has  ordered  the  Providences  ever  since  the  world  began.  There  never 
was  a  kingdom  built  up,  but  that  was  built  up  in  subserviency  to  this 
work ;  there  never  was  an  empire  or  kingdom  overthrown,  but  that  was 
overthrown  in  subserviency  to  this  work.  "And  we  know  that  all  things 
work  together  for  good  to  them  that  love,"  &c. 

He  overrules  all  things,  and  makes  them  coalesce  in  making  out  the 
consummation  of  this  work. 

Shall  we  make  that  work  secondary  to  money-getting — that  work 
which  we  pursue  with  a  steadfastness  which  knows  no  abatement — with 
a  zeal  which  spares  no  sacrifice?  No,  let  us  rise  up  and  take  hold  of  this 
work  as  we  ought — let  the  great  work  possess  our  souls  with  that  fulness 
which  its  reality  demands,  and  we  will  lose  sight  of  ourselves  in  view  of 
the  greatness  of  the  work.  We  will  then  count  all  things  for  Jesus,  and 
nothing  for  self. 

Then  we  will  have  no  interest,  and  seek  no  interest,  that  will  not  tend 
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to  the  carrying  out  of  the  great  commission  which  we  received  from  our 
Saviour,  The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  reason  to  thank  G-od  and 
take  courage.  The  old  debts  of  the  State  Mission  Board  ,are  all  paid. 
The  efficient  Corresponding  Secretary,  Elder  J.  D.  Hufham,  informs  us 
that  there  are  eight  missionaries  in  the  field  this  year,  who  have  baptized 
one  hundred  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church  since  last  Convention. 
We  wish  to  do  a  great  deal  more  next  year.  Ours  is  an  aggressive  work. 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature." 
We  are  to  press  on — still  on — till  the  Gospel  is  preached  in  all  the  world 
to  every  creature. 

We  are  a  young  body — only  one  year  old.  Shall  we  wait  till  we  grow 
older  before  we  do  anything?  He  who  does  no  work  till  grown  is  a  weakly 
man.  Let  us  begin  to  work  now,  and  when  we  grow  to  be  a  large  body 
we  will  be  strong  men  and  women  in  Christ  Jesus.  As  an  Association, 
we  have  no  missionaries  in  the  field ;  allow  your  Committee  to  suggest 
that  we  take  steps  at  this  meeting  to  put  an  efficient  man  beyond  Haw 
River,  in  Alamance  county.  There  is  only  one  Baptist  church  in  the 
county,  and  not  a  single  Baptist  Minister. 

We  claim  to  be  nearer  the  truth  than  any  other  denomination;  then  it 
is  our  duty  to  exert  ourselves  to  send  the  pure  Gospel  into  every  portion 
of  the  earth.

EEPOET  OK  FOEEIGX  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  submit  the  following :  The  Foreign  Mission  work 
commends  itself  to  our  serious  and  prayerful  consideration,  that  it  may 
continue  to  progress  until  the  heathen  shall  become  the  inheritance  of 
the  Lord,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  as  His  possession.  But 
the  enquiry  is  made,  will  this  ever  be  done.  If  we  ask  we  are  told  that 
it  shall  be  so.  If  we  look  at  what  has  been  done  in  the  short  space  of 
time  that  they  have  been  operating,  and  the  success  which  has  attend- 
ed their  labors ;  it  will  be  so.  Eighty-one  years  ago  Cary,  the  first  Mis- 
sionary went  among  the  Karens,  and  now  more  than  twenty  thousand 
profess  faith  in  Christ.  Sixty  years  ago,  nothing  had  been  done  in  the 
South  Seas,  now  there  are  two  hundred  thousand  communicants.  Twen- 
ty-four years  ago,  our  beloved  brother  Yates  went  from  this  sacred  spot, 
and  now  thirty  thousand  Chinamen,  are  ready  to  listen  to  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  If  such  has  been  the  success  in  so  short  a  period,  what  may  we 
not  expect  in  centuries  to  come,  with  earnest  prayer  and  liberal  contri- 
butions for  the  accomplishment  of  this  object.

EEPOKT  OK  EDUCATION. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  education  sub- 
mit  the  following : 

The  subject  of  education  is  among  all  others  the  most  important,  or 
rather,  second  to  none  other  than  the  Christian  Keligion.  It  is  through 
the  instrumentality  of  the  educated  part  of  our  people,  that  we  are  not 
now  as  ignorant  of  the  glorious  gospel  of  Christ  as  the  Pagan  world,  who 
has  not  the  advantages  of  an  educated  mind  to  proclaim  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  Christ.  It  is  very  essential  that  we  should  have  educated  men 
to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen,  in  order  to  more  successfully  over- 
come the  worship  of  idols,  that  is  so  deeply  instilled  in  them  from  their 
youth.  Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  it  as  the  sense  of  this  body, 
that  one  great  want  of  the  churches  is  more  ministers  and  better  minister^. 
If  we  had  more  ministers  our  churches  could  follow  the  New  Testament 
plan  of  worshiping  each  Sabbath,  instead  of  once  a  month,  and  if  we 
had  better  ministers  the  spirituality  and  efficiency  of  the  churches  would 
necessarially  be  greatly  improved. 

Preachers  are  teachers,  in  the  highest  sense  of  the  term.  They  are  the 
officers  in  the  army  of  the  Lord,  and  the  churches  are  in  a  large  meas- 
ure what  the  training  of  the  pastor  makes  them.  We  acknowledge  with 
gratitude  that  many  uneducated  ministers,  have  been  the  leading  instru- 
ments in  the  hands  of  God  of  accomplishing  much  good.  We  would  not 
prescribe  the  amount  of  education  that  is  necessary  to  a  successful  proclama- 
tion of  the  gospel,  but  we  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  in  this  age 
of  improvement,  general  intelligence  and  a  liberal  mental  culture  is  a 
most  valuable  auxiliary  to  the  usefulness  of  a  minister  of  Christ. 

Churches  are  calling  for  preachers.  Associations  are  calling.  The  whole 
State  is  crying  aloud  for  men  to  preach  the  word.  If  God  has  called  one 
to  preach,  he  ought  to  preach,  but  many  are  kept  back  in  this  age  by  the 
want  of  an  education. 

The  Association  should  look  out  among  them  for  every  young  man  that 
feels  that  he  is  called  of  God  to  preach,  and  assist  him  in  acquiring  an 
education.  We  hear  that  many  endorse  the  plan  of  the  Association  in  sus- 
taining at  least  one  beneficiary  at  Wake  Forrest  College.

Love  to  the  brethren 
is  strengthened  in  the  prayer  meetings — anxiety  for  souls  is  more  keenly 
felt  by  those  who  regularly  attend  prayer  meetings.  The  prayer  meeting, 
if  it  does  not  engender,  it  certainly  does  greatly  enhance  the  missionary 
spirit;  hence  we  see  those  churches  where  prayer  meetings  are  regularly 
held,  doing  much  more  for  the  cause  of  Missions;  therefore,

We  are  pleased  to  report  Sunday  Schools  in  most  of  the 
churches  within  the  bounds  of  this  Association  ;  and,  at 
the  same  time,  are  pained  to  announce  to  you  that  we  are 
of  the  opinion,  that  there  is  not  that  zeal  manifested  that 
should  be,  by  those  who  have  taken  on  themselves  the 
name  of  Christ.  The  more  we  consider  the  Sunday  School 
enterprise,  the  more  we  are  convinced  that  it  has  the  word 
of  God  for  its  foundation  and  great  good  for  its  result. 

We  also  deeply  regret  that  so  many  of  our  Ohurcli 
members  are  so  slow  to  use  an  agency  so  powerful  for 
good.  This  is  a  work  in  which  every  Christian,  whether 
old  or  young,  should  be  engaged,  in  either  giving  or  re- 
ceiving instruction.  We  are  at  a  loss  to  know  how  any 
one  claiming  to  be  a  follower  of  the  meek  and  lowly  Jesus, 
who  went  about  doing  good,  can  spend  the  time  out  side  of 
the  Sabbath  school ;  it  is  a  mystery  which  we  cannot  solve, 
neither  can  we  reconcile  it  with  the  teachings  of  the  Bible. 
We  heartily  desire  that  each  member  of  each  Church,  con- 
stituting this  Association,  may  reflect,  seriously,  of  the 
duties  they  owe  to  their  Master  and  their  neighbors,  and 
then  ask  God,  what  is  my  duty  in  regard  to  this  great 
work.  We  also  urge  upon  all  the  churches  a  more  united 
effort  than  has  heretofore  been,  so  that  the  strong  holds 
of  the  wicked  one  may  give  way  and  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom be  estabhshed.

REPORT   ON   CHURCH   LETTERS. 

Your  Committee  on  Church  Letters  submit  that  we 
have  examined  the  letters  from  the  churches :  Cane  Creek, 
Lystra,  Mt.  Pisgah,  Mt.  Moriah,  Mt.  Hermon,  OKve's 
Chapel,  Eose  of  Sharon,  have  been  blessed  with  revivals, 
and  have  added  to  their  membership  by  baptism  a  goodly 
number ;  while  most  of  the  other  churches  seem  to  stand 
still,  or  are  loosing  ground,  our  total  membership  being 
only  thirty-two,  more  than  reported  last  year,  and  j^et  a 
Church  is  added  this  year  with  twenty-six  members. 

As  to  benevolence  Mt.  Pisgah  has  set  an  example 
worthy  to  be  followed  by  all.  Bereah,  Mt.  Hermon  and 
Pleasant  Grove  have  failed  to  send  their  amount,  ten  dol- 
lars each  to  the  education  fund.  We  recommend  to  the 
churches  the  necessity  of  paying  a  sufficient  amount  to 
the  Association  funds  to  supply  a  few  copies  of  our  min- 
utes to  sister  Associations  with  whom  we  correspond,  as 
the  amount  sent  up,  is  not  sufficient  to  supply  home  de- 
mand. It  is  desirable  that  the  clerks  of  the  churches  keep 
and  report  a  correct  account  of  their  membership.  By  re- 
ference, to  the  statistical  tables,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
reports  from  some  do  not  agree,  the  total  membership  re- 
ported this  year  is  seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  com- 
pared with  last  year  should  be  seventeen  hundred  and 
eighty-five.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF   THE 

MT.  ZION  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION, 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Mt. 
ZiON  Baptist  Assooiatioi^. 

Art.  2.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually,  and  be 
composed  of  the  ordained  ministers  belonging,  and  of  mem- 
bers chosen  annually  by  the  several  churches  belonging  to 
this  body,  who,  by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective 
churches  certifying  their  appointment,  shall  be  entitled  to 
seats. 

Art.  3.  The  number  of  delegates  from  each  Church 
shall  not  exceed  four. 

Art.  4.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  state  the 
number  baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by 
letter,  excommunicated,  and  deceased,  during  the  preced- 
ing year,  also  the  total  number  in  fellowship,  and  the 
amount  of  funds  sent  up  to  the  Association,  and  for  what 
objects  sent,  together  with  Sunday  school  statistics. 

Art.  5.  The  members  thus  chosen  and  convened,  shall 
sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who  shall  have  no  power  to  in- 
fringe on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches. 

Art.  6.  In  all  their  discussions  and  acts  this  Associa- 
tion, shall  recognize  Christ  as  the  only  Law  Giver  in  Zion, 
and  that  every  individual  Church  is  an  independent  body, 
with  executive,  but  no  legislative  power. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Association,  when 
requested,  by  aggrieved  churches  tO'hear  their  grievances, 
give  appropriate  advice,  or  send  committees  to  aid  them 
in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  a  Church  is  ag- 
grieved with  the  majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be 
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entitled  to  the  same  consideration.  Individual  applica- 
tions will  not  be  entertained. 

Aet.  8.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw 
from  any  Church,  that  shall  knowingly  and  willully  depart 
from  the  orthodox  principles  of  religion  as  taught  in  the 
Bible,  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptist,  as  the  true  teach- 
ings thereof. 

Aet.  9,  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a 
Moderator  and  Clerk,  the  former  to  be  elected  annually 
by  ballot,  the  latter  to  be  also  elected  by  ballot,  but  to 
hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Association. 

Aet.  10.  The  Clerk  shall  act  as  Treasurer  and  disburse 
the  funds  as  directed  by  the  Association.  He  shall  also 
annually  transcribe  the  proceedings  of  the  Association  in 
a  suitable  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Aet.  11.  Baptist  churches,  on  application  for  admission 
into  this  body,  shall  be  received,  and  their  delegates  seated, 
if  satisfactory  evidence  is  given,  that  they  are  truly  of  our 
faith  and  order. 

Aet.  12.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be 
made,  at  any  annual  meeting,  two-thirds  of  the  members, 
present  concerning. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


Article  1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
by  prayer  by  the  Moderator,  or  by  some  brother  at  his  re- 
quest. 

Aet.  2.  The  names  of  the  delegates  shall  be  enrolled 
by  the  Clerk,  and  called  over  each  day,  and  the  proceedings 
of  the  previous  day  read  over  before  proceeding  to  other 
business. 

Art.  3.  All  questions  before  the  Association  shall  be 
decided  by  the  living  voice,  except  a  division  is  called  for, 
then  by  rising. 

Art.  4.  Ko  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  on 
any  subject,  without  permission  from  the  Moderator. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  o^members  to  obtain  per- 
mission, before  leaving  the  Association. 

Art.  6.  While  a  brother  is  speaking,  it  shall  be  deem- 
ed a  breach  of  order,  for  any  member  to  pass  between  the 
speaker  and  Moderator,  or  to  engage  in  conversation,  or 
in  any  way  to  interfere  with  the  speaker. 

Art.  7.  Every  member  must  arise  and  address  the 
Moderator  and  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  be- 
fore the  body,  use  appropriate  language,  address  no  mem- 
ber by  any  other  appellation,  except  that  of  brother,  and 
cast  no  reflection  on  any  member. 

Art.  8.    The  Moderator  shall  have  the  same  r<  iv  ^  3 
of  speech  as  any  other  member,  by  calling  sor^v^  riei      ,r 
temporarily  to  the  chair,  and,  when  requisite  :x"  • '-  th    cast- 
ing vote. 

Art.  9.    Written  queries,  from  th'^   ;  ('   ^n^  js,  or  fi'om 
members,  and  resolutions,  must  bf'  ^^^aa;  and  sign- 

ed by  the  mover  before  they  are    x*t  v*  o  -jt  discussion. 
Art.  10.  'No  motion  witho^    a  socond,  shall  be  received. 
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The  mover  may  withdraw  his  motion,  if  it  is  done  before 
it  is  voted  upon. 

Art.  11.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received,  but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to  amend ;  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  here  arranged. 

Art.  12.  When  a  motion  has  been  carried,  it  shall  be 
in  order,  for  any  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  to 
move  for  the  reconsideration  on  the  same  day. 

Art.  13.  All  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Art.  14.  The  Clerk  shall  make  out  a  list  of  the  mem- 
bers, appointed  upon  each  committee,  stating  the  subject 
to  be  reported  upon,  and  hand  it  to  the  chairman,  as  early 
as  practicable. 

Art.  15.  Shoulc^any  member  violate  any  of  the  pre- 
ceding rules  of  order,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Modera- 
tor to  call  him  to  order.  If  he  fail  to  do  so,  any  member

EEPOKT  ON  EDUCATION. 

"We  are  glad  to  believe  that  this  subject  is  receiving  more  than  usual  attention. 
Our  people  seem  to  be  aroused  to  the  importance  of  |)roviding  better  educational 
advantage,  and  we  hope  the  time  is  not  distant  when  it  may  be  said,  that  Baptists 
all  educate  their  children.  The  educated  class  is  the  controlling  class  in  society  ; 
and  with  the  blessing  of  good  education  widely  diffused  through  our  denomination, 
we  should  have  greatly  increased  power  to  accomplish  our  high  mission  among  the 
people.  The  increase  of  culture  among  the  masses ;  their  growing  intelligence ; 
the  advance  of  the  arts  and  sciences  ;  the  multiplication  of  all  the  means  that  ele- 
vate society  ;  all  demand  that  those  who  lead  tne  people  in  spiritual  things  shall 
have  thorough  training  for  their  work.  An  educated  ministry  becomes  more  and 
more  a  necessity,  in  an  age  like  this.  The  evidences  of  the  truth  are  active  and 
powerful,  and  we  must  have  strong  men  to  meet  them.  The  demand  upon  us  is 
pressing,  and  to  meet  this  demand  our  College  is  doing  what  it  can.  It  nas  done 
a  noble  work  in  the  past,  and  proposes  enlarged  efforts  for  the  future.  There  were 
twelve  or  fourteen  beneficiaries  during  the  past  year,  who  made  commendable  pro- 
gress in  their  studies.  This  number  should  be  largely  increased,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  means  may  be  contributed  to  aid  a  great  many  more.  Eelying  on  the  lib- 
erality of  the  churches,  the  Board  of  Education  feel  encouraged  to  continue  the 
young  brethren  now  under  their  patronage,  and  to  receive  other  proper  applicants. 
There  are  several  young  brethren  at  the  College  besides  the  beneficiaries,  studying 
with  a  view  to  the  ministry.  In  this  work  we  look  with  strong  hope  to  the  endow- 
ment scheme  for  the  most  beneficial  results. 

Your  Committee  recommend : 

1st.  More  attention  to  general  education. 

2nd.  Encouragement  and  aid  to  our  young  brethren  studying  for  the  ministry. 

3rd.  Liberal  contributions  to  the  endowment  fund,  that  our  College  may  be  fairly 
and  permanently  established. 

4th.  Earnest,  believing  prayer,  with  our  alms,  that  God  may  bless  our  work.

Elder  W.  T.  Walters  is  laboring  at  Weldon  and  Littleton.  New  houses  of  worship 
are  in  process  of  construction  at  these  places. 

Elder  J.  E.  Howell  is  laboring  at  Hickory  Station  on  the  W.  N.  C.  E.  E. ;  a  neat 
and  substantial  house  will  soon  be  completed  there. 

Elder  F.  M.  Jordan  is  preaching  at  Winston,  the  present  terminus  of  the  Greens- 
boro' and  Salem  Eailroad.  Steps  are  now  being  taken  to  build  a  house  of  worship 
at  that  point.

Let  us  awake  to  the  responsibility  resting  upon 
us  as  Baptists.

EEPOET  TO  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOAED. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Mt,  Zion  Association : 

Dear  Brethren  :  At  your  request  I  have  spent  a  portion  of  my  vacation  as 
missionary  in  Alamance  county.  The  points  specitied  were  Company  Shops  and 
Saxapahaw  or  Moore's  School' House.  I  visited  Company  Shops  first,  on  fourth 
Sabbath  in  May  last,  and  have  made  in  all  four  visits  at  this  point.  There  is  much 
need  of  faithful  preaching  at  this  place.  No  denomination  has  heretofore  had  any 
marked  success  there,  which  argues  strongly  against  Union  meeting-houses.  There 
are  but  few  Baptists  in  and  around  this  village,  yet  I  feel  that  if  the  gospel,  as 
preached  by  the  Baptists,  was  faithfully  proclaimed,  it  would,  as  it  has  in  every 
place,  be  heartily  received.  One  gentleman  living  near  the  place  would  give  a  site 
for  a  house  of  worship  if  there  should  be  any  interest  manifested  to  build  a  house 
for  the  Lord. 

I  visited  Saxapahaw  first  on  Tuesday  after  first  Sabbath  in  September,  inst.  I 
remained  in  the  neighborhood  one  week,  preaching  every  night,  and,  though  the 
people  were  in  the  midst  of  their  fodder,  I  had  good  congregations,  good  order,  and 
xnuch  seriousness  on  the  subject  of  religion.  There  are  several  Baptists  in  this 
vicinity,  members  of  four  different  churches,  which  are  from  eight  to  twelve  miles 
distant.  Some  of  the  brethren  are  in  favor  of  a  church  organization,  others  think 
the  time  has  not  come  in  which  the  Lord's  house  should  be  built.  I  believe  that 
the  time  has  past  in  which  it  ought  to  have  been  built.  Some  say  an  organization 
at  this  point  would  weaken  other  churches.  A  church  that  cannot  live  without 
strength  eight  miles  distant,  is  surely  unaware  of  the  power  she  has.  Would  that 
we  had  many  of  churches  weaker  in  number  and  stronger  in  efficiency.  It  needs 
no  argument  to  prove  that  a  community  is  bound  to  suffer  (spiritually)  situated  so 
far  from  church  influences.  We  have  lost  at  this  place  by  delay,  and  when  Bap- 
tists occupy  this  ground  soon,  when  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  this  day  have 
passed,  others  will  have  the  power  and  influence  of  the  country.  Now,  nearly 
every  Baptist  man  has  a  wife  of  another  faith,  and  the  ladies  have  done  likewise. 
It  needs  not  a  prophet  to  foretell  the  consequences  to  which  this  will  lead.  The 
people  are  straightforward,  honest,  and  hard  working,  then  I  need  not  tell  you 
they  gave  me  a  hearty  welcome  to  their  homes  and  hospitalities,  for  that  is  a  natural 
consequence  from  a  well  bred  people. 

I  have  labored  in  the  Association  since  I  commenced  missionary  work  forty-six 
days,  sermons  preached  38,  (the  rest  of  my  time  was  spent  in  the  Beulah  Associa- 
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Uoii,  preached  sixteen  sermons,)  visited  and  held  prayer  and  religious  conversation 
with  forty-three  families,  attended  four  meetings  where  about  fifty  professed  re- 
ligion.

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  work  be  carried  on,  and  that  the 
Committee  be  instructed  to  provide  a  laborer  for  this  field,  and  solicit  aid  of  the 
churches  to  prosecute  it.

The  subject  of  Domestic  Missions  is  one  which  should  occupy  the  atten- 
tion of  all  Baptists. 

While  the  command  of  our  Lord,  **  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature,"  continues,  it  is  our  bounden  duty  to  obey  it,  and 
send  the  blessed  word  to  the  destitute  places  of  our  own  land  and  State,  as 
well  as  to  the  heathen.     Missions  are  truly  Baptist  work. 

The  spiritual  destitution  existing  even  in  the  bounds  of  our  own  Associa- 
tion is  appalling,  while  that  in  other  sections  of  the  State  seems  even  to  be 
greater.  To  have  it  said  that  there  is  a  county  within  our  State  in  which 
christians  of  our  faith  are  unknown  is  sad  indeed  ;  yet  such  is  the  fact,  and 
it  will  remain  so  until  those  who  have  found  the  Lord  precious  to  their  own 
souls  give  more  liberally  of  their  time  and  means  to  spread  His.  glorious  Gos- 
pel among  those  by  whom  they  are  surrounded. 

Let  us  come  fully  up  to  the  importance  of  the  work.

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  thirteen  beneficiaries  at  Wake  Forest 
College,  making  satisfactory  progress  in  their  studies.    This  number  ought  to 
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fee  increased,  and  would  be,  if  the   churches  would  contribute  funds  to  sus- 
tain a  larger  number. 

Our  people  are  not  giving  that  attention  to  the  education  of  their  children 
which  the  great  importance  of  the  subject  demands.  The  schools  already  es- 
tablished are  not  as  liberally  patronized  as  they  should  be,  though  they  are  so 
few  in  number.  There  ought  to  be  a  school,  with  a  competent  teacher,  in 
connection  with  every  Baptist  church,  that  the  rising  generation  might  have 
the  advantage  of  a  good  education. 

An  educated  ministry  is  more  and  more  demanded.    We  must  look  mainly  to 
our  College,  while  the  effort  to  endow  Wake  Forest  College  has   not  been  as 
largely  successful  as  was  hoped.      Yet  much  has  been  accomplished  ;  and 
efforts  are  still  being  made  to  carry  on  and  finish  the  endowment  work.

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Sunday  Schools  beg 
leave  to  report,  from  information  obtained,  with  but  two  or  three  exceptions, 
there  are  Sunday  Schools  in  all  the  churches  within  the  bounds  of  this  Asso- 
ciation. 

In  regard  to  the  subject  of  Schools  we  consider  it  inferior  to  nothing  but 
that  of  the  christian  religion.  It  is  the  stepping  stone  to  religion  itself,  and 
the  nursery  from  which  the  churches  are  to  be  supported.  This  being  the 
case,  we  insist  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  church,  whether 
male  or  female,  to  engage  in  this  work  in  some  way.  For  there  is  no  mem- 
ber of  a  church  who  cannot  do  something  for  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom,  and 
in  our  opinion  the  Sunday  School  is  the  place  to  effect  much  good. 
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These  schools  are  intended  for  training  the  youth  and  assisting  their  par_ 
ents  in  bringing  them  up  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  ;  and  also,  to  make  impres- 
sions upon  their  minds,  that  will  enable  them  to  follow  that  strait  and  narrow 
way  that  leads  from  this  to  another  and  better  world. 

And,  in  conclusion,  we  call  upon  all  who  have  taken  upon  themselves  the 
name  of  Jesus  to  be  more  zealous  in  the  future  than  in  the  past.

ARTICLES  OF   BELIEF, 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  BAPTIST  CHUKCH  AT  GRAHAM,  ALAMANCE  COUNTY,  N.  C,  AND 
ORDEBED  TO  BE  PBINTED  WITH  OUP  MINUTES,  AS  FOLLOWS  : 

I.    THE  SCRIPTUEES. 

"  V.  e  ]  eiieve  that  the  Holy  Bible  M^as  written  by  men  divinely  inspired,  and 
it^  a.  perfi-ct  ireasTite  t>f  heavenly  instruction  ;  that  it  has  God  for  its  author, 
salvation  for  its  t  ud,  and  truth,  without  any  roixture  or  error,  for  its  matter ; 
that  it  reveals  tl  e  principles  by  which  God  will  judge  us,  and  therefore  is, 
and  shall  remain,  to  the  end  of  the  world,  the  true  centre  of  Christian  un'on, 
and  the  supreme  standard  by.  which  all  human  conduct,  creeds  and  opinions 
should  be  tried. 

II.  THE  TRUE  GOD. 

We  believe  the  Scriptares  teach  one,  and  only  one,  living  and  true  God,  an 
infinite  and  intelligent  spirit,  whose  name  Is  Jehovah,  the  maker  and  supreme 
ruler  of  heaven  and  earth;  inexpressibly  glorious  in  holiness,  and  worthy  of 
all  possible  honor,  confidence  and  love ;  that  in  the  unity  of  the  Godhead, 
there  are  three  persons,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  equal  in 
every  divine  perfection,  and  executing  distinct,  but  harmonious  ofiices.in  the 
great  work  of  Redemption. 

III.  THE  FALL  OF  MAN. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  man  was  created  in  holiness,  under  the 
law  of  his  Maker,  but  by  voluntary  transgression  fell  from  the  holy  and 
happy  state;  in  consequence  of  which  all  mankind  are  now  sinners,  not  by 
constraint,  but  by  choice,  being  by  nature  entirely  void  of  that  holiness  re- 
quired by  the  word  of  God,  positively  inclined  to  evil,  and  therefore  undei' 
just  condemnation  to  eternal  ruin,  without  defense  or  excuse. 

IV.  THE  DAY  OF  SALVATION. 

• 
We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  the  salvation  of  dinners  is  wholly  of 
grace,  through  the  mediatorial  office  of  the  Son  of  God ;  who,  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Father,  freely  took  upon  himself  our  nature,  yet  without  sin, 
honored  the  divine  law  by  his  personal  obedience,  and  by  his  death,  made  a 
a  full  atonement  for  our  sins  ;  that,  having  risen  from  the  dead,  he  is  now  en- 
throned in  heaven,  and  uniting  in  his  wonderful  person  the  tenderest  sympa- 
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thies  with  divine  perfection,  he  is  every  way  qualified  to  be  a  suitable,  a  com, 
passionate  and  an  all-sufficient  Saviour. 

V.  JUSTIFICATION. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  the  Great  Gospel  blessing  which 
Christ  secures  to  such  as  believe  in  him  is  justification  ;  that  justification  in- 
cludes the  pardon  of  sin,  and  the  promise  of  eternal  life  on  principles  of  right, 
eousness ;  that  is  bestowed,  not  in  consideration  of  any  works  of  righteous- 
ness which  we  have  done,  but  solely  through  faith  in  the  Redeemer's  blood, 
by  virtue  of  which  faith,  His  perfect  righeousness  is  freely  imputed  unto  us 
of  God  ;  that  it  brings  us  into  a  state  of  more  blessed  peace  and  favor  with 
God,  and  secures  every  other  blessing  needful  for  time  and  eternity. 

VI.  THE  FREENESS  OF  SALVATION. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  the  blessings  (  f  salvation  are  made 
free  to  all  by  the  Gospel ;  that  it  is  the  immediate  duly  of  all  to  accept  them 
by  a  cordial,  penitential  and  obedient  faith,  and  that  nothing  prevents  the 
salvation  of  the  greatest  sinner  but  his  own  determined  depravity,  and  vol- 
imtary  rejection  of  the  Gospel,  which  rejection  involves  him  in  an  aggrava- 
ted condemnation. 

VII.  REGENERATION. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  in  order  to  be  saved,  sinners  must 
be  regenerated  or  born  again  ;  that  regeneration  consists  in  giving  a  •  holy 
disposition  to  the  mind  ;  that  it  is  effected  in  a  manner  above  our  compre- 
hension, by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  connection  with  divine  truth, 
so  as  to  secure  our  voluntary  obedience  to  the  Gospel,  and  that  its  proper 
evidence  appears  in  the  holy  fruits  of  repentance  and  faith  and  newness  of 
life. 

VIII— REPENTANCE  AND  FAITH. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  repentance  and  faith  are  sacred  du- 
ties, and  also  inseparable  graces,  w^rought  in  our  souls  by  the  regenerating 
spirit  of  God  ;  whereby  being  deeply  convinced  of  our  guilt,  danger  and 
helplessness,  and  of  the  w^ay  of  salv^ation  by  Christ,  we  turn  to  God  with 
unfeigned  contrition,  confession  and  supplication  for  mercy  ;  at  the  same 
time  heartUy  receiving  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  our  Prophet,  Priest  and 
King,  and  relying  on  him  alone  as  the  only  and  all-sufficient  Saviour. 

IX— GOD'S  PURPOSE  OF  GRACE. 

We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  teach  that  election  is  the  eternal  purpose 
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of  God,  according  to  which  he  graciously  regenerates,  sanctities  and  saves 
sinners  ;  that,  being  perfectly  consistent  with  the  free  agency  of  man,  it 
compi'ehends  all  the  means  in  connection  with  the  end  ;  that  it  is  a  most 
glorious  display  of  God's  sovereign  goodness,  being  infinitely  free,  wise,  holy 
and  unchangeable  ;  tliat  it  utterly  excludes  boasting,  and  promotes  humili- 
ty, love,  prayer,  praise,  trust  in  God,  and  active  imitation  of  his  free  mercy; 
that  it  encourages  the  use  of  means  in  the  highest  degree;  that  it  may  be  as- 
certained by  its  effects  on  all  who  truly  believe  the  Gospel;  that  it  is  the 
fonndaticn  of  Christian  assurance,  and  that  to  ascertain  it  with  regard  to  our- 
selves demands  and  deserves  the  utmost  diligence. 

X.  — SANCTIFICATION. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  tea,ch  that  Sanctification  is  the  process  by  which, 
according  to  the  will  of  God,  we  are  made  partakers  of  his  holiness;  that  it  is  a 
progressive  work;  that  it  is  begun  in  regeneration  and  that  it  is  carried  on  in 
the  hearts  of  believers  by  the  presence  and  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the 
Sealer  and  Comforter,  in  the  continual  use  of  the  appointed  means,  especially 
the  word  of  God,  self-examination,  watchfulness  and  prayer. 

XI.— PERSE VEKANCE  OF  SAINTS. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  such  only  are  real  believers  as  endure 
unto  the  end;  that  their  persevering  attachment  to  Christ  is  the  grand  mark 
which  distinguishes  them  from  superficial  professors;  that  a  special  providence 
watches  over  their  welfare  and  they  are  kept  by  the  power  of  God  through 
faith  unto  salvation. 

XII  —THE  LAW  AND  THE  dOSPEL. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  the  law  of  God  is  the  eternal  and  un- 
changeable rule  of  his  moral  government;  that  it  is  holy,  just  and  good,  and 
that  the  inability  which  the  Scriptures  ascribe  to  fallen  man  to  fulfill  its  pre- 
cepts, arises  entirely  from  the  love  of  sin;  to  deliver  them  from  which,  and 
to  restore  them  through  a  Mediator  to  unfeigned  obedience  to  the  Holy  Law 
is  one  great  end  of  the  Gospel,  and  of  the  means  of  grace  connected  with  tlie 
estabHshment  of  the  visible  church. 

XIIL— A  GOSPEL  CHURCH. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  a  visible  church*of  Christ  is  a  congre- 
gation of  baptized  believers,  associated  by  covenant  in  the  faith  and  fellow- 
ship of  the  Gospel,  observing  the  ordinances  of  Christ,  governed  by  his  laws, 
and  exercising  the  gifts,  rights  and  privileges  invested  in  them  by  His  word; 
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that  its  only  scriptural  officers  are  Bishops  or  Pastors,  and  Deacons,  whose 
•qualifications  claims  and  duties  are  defined  in  the  Epistles  to  Timothy  and 
Titus. 


XIV.— BAPTISM  AND  THE  LOKD'S  SUPPER. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  Christian  baptism  is  the  immersion  in 
water  of  a  boliever  into  the  name  of  the  Father  and  Son  and  Holy  Ghost,  to 
show  forth  in  a  solemn  and  beautiful  emblem  our  faith  in  the  crucified,  buried 
and  risen  Saviour,  with  its  effects  in  our  death  to  sin,  and  resurrection  to  a 
new  life  ;  that  it  is  pre-requisite  to  the  privileges  of  a  church  relation,  and  to 
the  Lord's  Supper,  in  which  the  members  of  the  church,  by  the  sacred  use  of 
bread  and  wine,  are  to  commemorate  together  the  dying  love  of  Christ,  pre- 
ceded always  by  self-examination 

XV.— THE  CHRISTIAN  SABBATH. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures.teach  that  the  first  day  of  the  week  is  the  Lord's 
day  or  Christian  Sabbath,  and  is  to  be  kept  sacred  to  relijious  purposes  by 
abstaining  from  all  secular  labor  and  sinful  recreations,  by  the  devout  obser- 
vance of  all  means  of  Grace,  both  private  and  public,  an.!  l)y  preparation  for 
that  rest  that  remaineth  for  the  people  of  God. 

XVI.— CIVIL  GOVERNMEXT. 

We  l)elieve  the  Scriptures  teach  that  Civil  Government  is  of  divine  ap- 
pointment for  the  interest  and  good  order  of  human  society,  and  that  Magis- 
trates are  to  be  prayed  for,  conscientiously  honored  and  obeyed,  except  only 
in  things  opposed  to  the  will  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  only  Lord 
of  the  conscience  and  the  Prince  of  the  Kings  of  the  Earth. 

XVII.— RIGHTEOUS  AND  THE  WICKED. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  there  is  a  radical  and  essential  differ- 
ence between  the  righteous  and  the  wicked  ;  that  such  only,  as  through  faith 
are  justified  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  and  sanctified  by  the  Spirit  of 
(rod,  are  truly  righteous  in  his^  esteem  ;  while  all  such  as  continue  in  impeni- 
tence and  unbeUef  are  in  his  sight  wicked  and  under  the  curse,  and  this  dis- 
tinction holds  among  men  both  in  and  after  death. 

XVIIL— THE  WORLD  TO  COME. 

We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  the  end  of  the  world  is  approaching, 
that,  at  the  last  day,  Christ  will  descend  from  Heaven  and  raise  the  dead  from 
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the  grave  for  final  retribution  ;  that  a  solemn  separation  will  then  take  place  ; 
that  the  wicked  will  then  be  adjnclged  to  endless  punishment,  and  the  right- 
eous to  endless  joy  ;  and  that  this  judgment  will  fix  forever  the  final  state  of 
mo.n  in  Heaven  or  Hell,  on  priiiciples  of  righteousness. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF   THE 

MT.  ZION   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 


Akticle  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Mt.  Zion  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. 

Abt.  2.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  and  be  composed  of  the  or- 
dained ministers  belonging  to,  and  of  members  chosen  annually  by  the  several 
churches  belonging  to  this  body,  who,  by  presenting  letters  from  their  re- 
spective churches  certifying  their  appointment,  shall  be  entitled  to  seats. 

Ae5.  3.  The  number  of  delegates  from  each  Church  shall  not  exceed  four. 

Akt.  4.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  state  the  number  baptized,  re- 
ceived by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by  letter,  ex-communicated,  and  deceas- 
ed during  the  preceding  year,  also  the  total  number  in  fellowship,  and  the 
amount  of  funds  sent  up  to  the  Association,  and  for  what  objects  sent,  to- 
gether with  Sunday  school  statistics. 

Art.  5.  The  members  thus  chosen  and  convened,  shall  sit  as  an  advisory 
council,  who  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of 
the  churches. 

Aet.  6.  In  all  their  discussions  and  acts  this  Association,  shall  recognize 
Christ  as  the  only  Law  Giver  in  Zion,  and  that  every  individual  Church  is  an 
independent  body,  with  executive,  but  no  legislative  power. 

Aet.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Association,  when  requested,  by  ag- 
grieved churches  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send 
committees  to  aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  a  church  is 
aggrieved  with  the  majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  consideration.     Individual  application  will  not  be  entertained. 

Aet.  8.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church, 
that  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  reli- 
gion as  taught  in  the  Bible,  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists,  as  the  true 
teachings  thereof. 

Aet.  9.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator  and  Clerk,  the 
former  to  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  the  latter  to  be  also  elected  by  ballot, 
but  to  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Association, 

Aet.  1 0.  The  Clerk  shall  act  as  Treasurer  and  disburse  the  funds  as  direct- 
ed by  the  Association.  He  shall  also  annually  transcribe  the  proceedings  of 
the  ^Association  in  a  suitable  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Aet.  11.  Baptist  churches,  on  application  for  adit. i«'^ ion  into  this  body, 
shall  be  received,  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  satisfacua-y  evidence  is  given, 
that  they  are  truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

,  Aet.  12.  Amendments  to   this   Constitution   may  be   made,  at  any  annual 
meeting,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


Article  1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer  by  the 
Moderator,  or  by  some  brother  at  his  request. 

Art.  2.  The  names  of  the  delegates  shall  be  enrolled  by  the  Clerk,  and 
called  over  each  day,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  da}-  read  over  be- 
fore proceeding  to  other  business. 

Art.  3.  All  questions  before  the  Association  shall   be  decided  by  the  livin 
voice,  except  a  division  is  called  for,  then  by  rising. 

Art  4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  on  any  subject,  without 
permission  from  the  Moderator.  % 

Art.  5  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  to  obtain  permission  before  leaving^ 
the  Association. 

Art  G.  While  a  brother  is  speaking  it  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order 
for  any  member  to  pass  between  the  speaker  and  Moderator,  or  to  engage  in 
conver-^ation,  or  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  the  speaker. 

Art  7.  Ever}'  member  must  arise  and  address  the  Moderator  and  confine 
himself  strictly  to  the  nubject  before  the  body,  use  appropriate  language,  ad- 
dress i;o  member  bv  any  othei-  appellation  except  that  of  brother,  and  cast  no 
reflection  <>n  any  member. 

Art.  8.  The  Moderator  shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  speech  as  any 
other  member,  by  calling  some  member  temporarily  to  the  Chair,  and  when 
requisite  give  the  casting  vote. 

Art.  9.  Written  queries,  from  the  churches  or  from  members,  and  resolu- 
tions, must  be  twice  read  :  and  signed  by  the  mover  before  they  are  received 
for  discussion. 

Art.  10.  No  motion  without  a  sepond  shall  be  received.  The  mover  may 
withdraw  his  motion  if  it  is  done  before  it  is  voted  upon. 

Art.  11.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  l)e  received  i'Ut 
to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to 
amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  here  arranged. 

Art.  12.  When  a  motion  has  been  carried  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  mem- 
ber who  voted  with  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  on  the  same 
day. 

Art,  18.  All  Committees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

Art.  14.  The  Clerk  shall  make  out  a  list  of  the  members  appointed  upon 
each  Committee,  stating  the  subject  to  be  reported  upon,  and  hand  it  to  the 
chairman  as  early  as  practicable. 

Art.  15.  Should  any  member  violate  any  of  the  preceding  rules  of  order 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  call  him  to  order.  If  he  fail  to  do  so 
any  member  of  the  body  shall  have  the  same  privilege.

Committee  on  State  Missions  presented  the  following  re- 
port : 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  on  State  Missions  beg  leave  to  report :  That  as  Baptists 
we  ought  to  feel  it  our  duty  to  carry  out  the  divine  precept,  "  Go  ye  into  all 
the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature."  It  is  one  of  the  most 
important,  if  not  the  most  important,  work  we  can  undertake.  While  mis- 
sions of  all  sorts  should  be,  and  must  indeed  be  carried  on,  yet  our  para- 
mount duty  is  to  see  to  it  that  the  people  of  our  own  native  land  have  the 
Gospel  preached  to  them.  But  the  section  that  is  immediately  around  us 
and  within  the  bounds  of  our  A  ssociation,  calls  for  our  first  efiorts,  for  if 
we  can  only  truly  evangelize  them,  we  will  have  but  the  w  ore  aid  to  assist 
us  in  our  efforts  in  other  and  more  distant  sections. 

Much  aid  has  already  been  extended  to  destitute  points  within  our  bounds 
by  your  Executive  Board,  but  much  more  can  yet  be  done. 

Let  us  contribute  liberally  of  the  substance  with  which  God  hath  blessed 
us  to  carry  on  this  glorious  work,  feeling  that  *'  God  loveth  a  cheerful 
giver,"  and  that  he  will  bless  our  efforts  in  this  direction. 
.  One  important  feature  of  this  work,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  is 
within  our  bounds,  is  the  building  of  houses  of  worship  for  feeble  Churches, 
and  w^e  would  recommend  the  raising  of  a  fund  for  Church  extension, 
which  shall  be  used  entirelj'"  for  aiding  such  feeble  places. 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  to  every  Pastor  within  the  bounds 
of  this  Association,  the  plan  of  giving  their  congregations  the  opportunity 
of  contributing  to  the  cause  of  Missions,  Sunday  Schools,  the  Orphans' 
Home,  Ministerial  Education,  and  to  any  other  benevolent  object,  every 
time  they  hold  regular  services  on  Sunday,  at  their  several  Churches,  the  Pas- 
tors always  stating  the  object  of  the  collection  at  each  meeting,  before  the 
Deacons  wait  on  the  congregation.

Our  people  are  poor — very  poor  in  this 
world's  goods,  and  poorer  in  knowledge.  What  shall,  what  can  we  do  to 
interest  our  people  in  the  cause  of  liberal  education  ?  We  should  use  our 
best  endeavors  to  secure  competent  teachers  to  instruct  the  rising  generation, 
and  urge  all  of  our  young  people  to  pursue  a  collegiate  course  whenever  it 
is  practicable.

We  are  glad  to  find,  from  the  letters  and  delegates,  that  fifteen  of  the 
Churches  of  this  Association  report  Sunday  Schools  for  a  part  or  the  whole 
of  the  year.  Of  these  Churches,  seven,  with  a  membership  of  10,93,  report 
in  Sunday  Schools  546  teachers  and  scholars.  We  regret  that  the  Clerks 
did  not  pay  more  attention  to  the  article  in  the  Constitution  requiring  the 
Churches  to  send  full  Sunday  School  statistics.  We  hope  they  will  ne±i,^ 
year  remember  this. 

The  time  seems  to  us  to  have  passed  when  it  is  necessary  to  argue  the  questisn 
as  to  the  importance  of  Sunday  Schools.  But  we  still  need  something  to 
convince  all  our  brethren  that  it  is  the  duty  of  each  one  of  them  to  take 
part  in  the  Sunday  School.  We  recommend  to  the  members  of  our  Churches 
not  to  neglect  their  Sunday  School  Convention;  attend  it,  make  it  interest- 
ing, and  through  it  stir  up  our  Churches  to  their  full  duty  to  the  young  and 
old. 

We  regret  that  nothing,  except  by  the  Sunday  School  at  Hillsboro  and 
the  Church  at  Durham,  has  been  done  by  this  Association  to  help  the  Sun- 
day School  Board  of  the  State  Convention  to  carry  out  their  motto,  "An 
evergreen  Sunday  School  m  every  Baptist  Church,  and  in  every  destitute 
neighborhood  in  the  State,  and  all  the  members  of  our  Churches  at  w^erk  in 
the  Sunday  School."  We  hope  the  Pastors  and  members  of  this  Associa- 
tion will  remember  this  part  of  the  work  of  our  Convention.

KEPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

Youth  is  the  season  to  secure  an  education,  since  in  youth  the  mind  more 
readily  receives  and  more  permanently  retains  impressions.  It  is  then  that 
the  elements  are  formed  which  compose  the  subsequent  (jjiaracter  and  de- 
cide the  future  life  of  the  individual.  In  youth  one  has  time  to  devote  to 
study  which  cannot  be  enjoyed  in  the  cares  and  business  of  mature  years. 
If  the  young  have  the  advantages  of  an  education  they  must  be  furnished 
by  parents.  Upon  them  devolves  the  responsibility  of  deciding  the  char- 
acter and  culture  of  those  who  are  to  take  their  places  in  the  next  genera- 
lion.  Education  is  not  only  a  means  of  usefulness  but  a  source  of  pleas- 
ure, and  the  parent  is  unfaifliful  to  his  trust  who  fails  to  give  to  his  children 
the  best  possible  advantages  within  his  means  for  an  education.  And  it  is 
a  duty  of  most  solemn  import  that  he  should  see  to  it  that  these  advantages 
should  not  be  without,  or  independent  of  such  religious  influences  as  are  in 
accord  with  Scripture  truths. 

Baptists  must  educate  their  children,  and  they  must  do  it  in  their  own 
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schools  and  under  Baptist  teachers.  For  young  men,  Wake  Forest,  and 
for  young  ladies,  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Female  Seminary,  furnish  opportuni- 
ties for  intellectual  culture  under  sound  and  safe  religious  influences. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  our  brethren  and  commend  to  their  liber- 
ality the  support  of  our  beneficiaries  at  Wake  Forest.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

God  in  his  word  has  given  us  ten  commands.  These  are  found  in  the 
Old  Testament.  Jesus  Christ  gave  us  two,  viz:  "  Love  one  another,"  and 
"  Preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature."  To  the  extent  of  our^abiliiy  and 
opportunities  we  are  under  the  same  obligations  to  obey  the  law  as  the  first 
or  any  of  the  intermediate  ones.  No  one  who  reads  the  New  Testament 
ought  to  doubt  our  obligations  to  send  the  Gospel  to  all  the  world.  No 
one  who  knows  the  success  of  Foreign  Missions  for  the  last  half  century 
can  doubt  God's  willingness  to  bless  our  efforts  in  giving  the  Gospel  to  the 
heathen.  God  ^s  now  rapidly  fulfilling  His  promise  to  His  Son,  "Ask  of 
Me  and  I  will  give  Thee  the  heathen  for  Thy  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  for  Thy  poi^sessions."  Our  fathere  prayed  that  the  Lord 
would  open  the  nations  to  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Those  prayers  have  been 
answered.  China  is  opened,  India  is  largely  christianized,  Japan  is  ready 
for  the  gospel,  the  Isles  of  the  Sea  know  much  of  the  redeeming  grace,  be- 
nighted Africa  is  feeling  after  Jesus,  South  America  is  calling  for  the  word, 
and  in  the  sin  cursed  and  priest  riden  land  of  Italy,  yea,  in  the  city  of 
Rome,  our  brethren  are  preaching  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  with  much 
success.  We  live  in  a  wonderful  age.  Every  new  development  of  provi- 
dence seems  to  call  louder  and  more  plainly  to  us  to  redouble  our  efforts  to 
give  the  gospel  to  all  the  world.  We  are  not  our  own.  The  heathen  with- 
out the  gospel  will  be  lost.     The  knowledge  that  we  shall  meet  them  at  the 
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judgment  should  arouse  us  from  our  lethargy  and  wake  us  from  ©ur  inac- 
tivity. The  knowledge  that  we  are  discharging  our  duty,  and  that  JesuS 
\fill  bless  us,  should  stimulate  us  to  greater  exertions  to  give  them  the  Gos- 
pel of  Christ.

We  believe  that  unto  the  church,  the  Lord  Jesus  has  committed  the  great 
work  of  spreading  the  "Gospel  of  the  Kingdom"  among  men,  and  that^ 
our  imperative  duty  is,  first,  to  see  to  it.  that  the  destitute  places  of  our 
own  Slate  shall  have  the  benefit  of  the  light  of  Bible  truth.  8aUation  is  hy 
faith,  but  how  can  thej'^  leliexe  except  they  hear,  and  how  shall  they  hear 
without  a  preacher?    Therefore,  we  offer  the  following  resolution: 
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Besohed,  That  as  Baptists,  we  will,  according  to  the  Scriptures,  contrib- 
ute of  our  means  as  God  hath  prospered  us  to  sustain  the  work  of  Slate 
Missions,  now  under  the  charge  of  our  own  State  Board.  •

MEMORIAL  OF  THE  GRAHAM  BAPTIST  CHURCH. 

To  THE  Mount  Zion  Association: 

Dear  Brethren  : — We  know  that  begging  is  a  thankless  task  and  an  odious 
profession,  therefore  we  dislike  very  much  to  come  before  you  as  beggars. 
We  hope,  however,  that  you  fully  realize  the  true  and  trite  saying,  that 
"  he  that  giveth  to  the  poor  lendeth  to  the  Lord  "  Believing  that,  we  have 
no  hesitation  in  beggiag  of  you.  In  order  that  you  may  fully  understand 
for  what  we  are  begging,  it  may  be  necessa-ry  to  give  you  a  succinct  state- 
ment of  what  we  are  doing  and  what  we  have  done; 

In  January,  1874,  you  sent  to  us,  upon  the  application  of  one  of  the  two 
Baptists  then  residing  in  this  town,  Rev.  W.  T.  Farrow,  as  a  Missionary,  to 
preach  twice  a  m6nth.  By  the  kindness  a-nd  courtesy  of  Rev.  A.  Currie, 
Pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  this  place,  we  were  allowed  the  use 
of  his  church  by  appointing  our  meetings  at  times  when  he  was  absent. 
After  a  short  time  we  thought  it  best  to  worship  in  the  Court  House,  and 
a'f  ter  that  we  obtained  permission  from  the  county  authorities  to  use  a  little 
free  school  house  in  the  town,  where  we  held  our  meetings  for  a  while. 

On  the  20th  day  of  June,  1874,  a  presbytery  met  and  organized  us  into  a 
Tegular  Baptist  Church.  We  determined  to  have  a  meeting  of  days  in  Sep 
tember,  1874,  in  the  Christian  Church,  which  had  been  very  kindly  offered 
to  us  by  Rev.  Mr.  Long,  the  pastor  ;  but  just  before  the  beginning  of  the 
meeting,  our  Heavenly  Father  saw  fit,  in  his  wisdom,  to  strike  with  paral- 
ysis our  pastor,  your  missionary — so  that  th€  meeting  was  never  held.  Be- 
lieving that  the  best  thing  we  could  do  was  to  build  a  house  of  our  own  in 
which  to  worship,  we  begged  from  the  Commissioners  of  .the  County  a 
vacant  lot  in  the  town  on  which  to  build  a  house,  and  went  to  work  at  once 
to  see  wliat  amonnt  wecould  raise.  Owing  to  Bro.  Farrow's  illness  we  had 
no  preaching  till  about  February,  1875,  when  you  very  kindly  sent  Bro.  S. 
W.  Wescott  to  preach  for  us.  We  then  rented  the  "  Good  Templars'  Hall  " 
for  our  services .  Bro.  Wescott  soon  gained  a  high  reputation — not  only 
among  the  Christians,  but  among  the  ungodly  of  this  ])lace— and  bid  fair 
to  do  well  and  render  much  aid  to  God's  cause  in  this  town  ;  but  our 
Heavenly  Father  called  him  to  rest  above  on  the  11th  day  of  April,  1875, 
so  we  were  again  left  as  a  flock  without  a  shepherd. 

In  May,  1875,  you  sent  to  us  Rev.  W,  B.  Harrell  who  has  been  preaching 
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for  us  ever  since.     Finding  tliiafc  we  were  not  forgotten,  we  went  to  work 
with  renewed  zeal  to  build  our  house  and  work  for  the  cause. 

^ome  of  you  may  recollect  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association,,  it 
was  determined,  and  so  announced  in  the  meetings  of  the  Association,  that 
the  house  of  worship  for  the  Graham  Church. should  be  built  by  the  Asso- 
ciation and  the  church  aided,  even  if  other  objects  had  to  be  laid  aside  for 
the  present,  and  that  this  should  be  done  during  the  ensuing  year. 

This  gave  us  new  ardor  and  put  us  to  work  with  renewed  vigor.  Getting 
promises  of  all  the  money  we  could  and  collecting  as  fast  as  we  were  able, 
we  thought  in  the  spring  of  1876  that  we  might  begin  we-rk  and,  therefore, 
ordered  the  lumber  for  our  buildkig. 

Finding  that  we  could  exchange  our  lot  fo^r  a  more  eligible  one  by  paying 
a  little  advance  we  did  so,  and  on  June  10th,  1876,  the  prettiest  lot  in  town 
— on  main  street — being  for  sale  at  auction^  we  bought  that  at  what  we 
consider  a  low  price,  viz  :  $225.  As  soon  as  tlie  lumber  came  we  began 
work  on  the  lot,  and  now  have  a  house  partially  finished.  Some  of  those 
who  have  promised  have  not  paid,  and  others  on  whom  we  relied  have- 
neither  promised  nor  paid,  though  fully  able  to  do  both. 

We  have  the  frame  of  our  house  up,  shingled  and  weatherboarded.  In 
order  to  accomplish  this  we  have  had  to  go  in  debt  to  the  amount  of  $300. 

This  has  been  assumed  by  two  of  our  members,  viz  :  Col.  W.  A.  Albright 
and  Capt.  Jas.  A.  Graham  ;  or  rather,  they  have  paid  out  of  their  owa 
pockets  the  amounts,  trusting  to  be  reimbursed.  With  one  exception,  none 
of  our  members  have  property  above  exemptions,  and  we  cannot,  therefore, 
carry  much  debt  and  at  the  same  time  make  progress.     We  are  all  poor. 

Now  will  the  Association  compel  us  to  carry  this  load  of  debt,  when  it 
was  incurred  with  the  full  expectation  that  we  were  to  be  aided  with  all 
that  was  needful,  outside  of  what  we  could  raise  here.  We  have  the  frame 
of  a  beautiful  little  church,  an  ornament  not  only  to  the  town,  but  to  the 
denomination  in  the  State. 

Shall  we  u^e  it  ?  We  certainly  cannot  until  we  get  the  money  to  pay  off 
this  $300  of  debt,  and  to  put  in  the  benches  and  the  pulpit.  As  to  the  in- 
terior finish— ceiling,  plastering,  &c. — we  can  put  that  off  till  some  future 
time  when  money  is  m^re  plenty. 

We  are  now  compelled  to  Avorship  in  an  upper  room  over  a  store,  ap- 
proachable only  by  a  back  stairway.  Until  lately  a  part  of  the  lower  story 
of  this  store-house  was  used  as  a  liquor  warehouse,  and  now  there  is  a  grog 
shop  within  twenty  feet  of  our  room,  along  the  principle  M^ay  of  approach. 

Cannot  the  Association  help  us  out  of  this  difficulty  ?  Forty  cents  from 
each  member  of  this  Association  would  enable  us  to  make  a  good  house 
where  we  could  worship  God  in  our  own  w^ay.  Less  tlian  that  will  enable 
us  to  complete  the  house  we  have  started.  Some  have  given  much  more 
than  this  sum,  while  others  have  given  nothing  at  all. 

Believiug  that  tlie  Association  is  determined  to,,  and  will,  aid  us,  we  ap 
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pieal  to  them  for  help.  It  may  seem  foolish  to  say  that  if  we  had  a  decent 
house  of  worship  our  membership  would  increase,  but  such  is  the  fact 
Several  have  said  that  as  soon  as  we  were  fully  established  they  would  get 
their  letters  and  join  us.  In  many  places  the  Baptists  are  looked  upon  as  a 
low,  poor  and  degraded  sect. .  We  wish  to  give  them  the  standing  here  that 
they  deserve,  being  the  principal  and  most  numerous  denomination  in  the 
State. 

If  we  have  not  had  so  many  Presidents,  Governors,  Legislators,  lawyers, 
&c.,  as  other  denominations,  it  is  simply  because  instead- of  seeking  the 
applause  of  the  world  and  trying  to  get  into  our  membership  the  elite  of  the 
community,  we  follow  the  Scriptural  injunction  and  go  into  the  highways 
and  hedges  and  compel  them  to  come  in,  that  our  Master's  table  may  be 
full,  believing  that  true  piety  does  not  seek  the  pomp  and  show  of  the  world 
any  more  than  it  does  the  long  and  sorrowful  face  of  tlie  Pharisee.  But  to 
return  to  our  subject  :  we  are  begging  and  begging  for  money,  and  that 
ready  money,  to  help  us  out  of  present  difficulties. 

Shall  it  be  said  that  we  appeal  to  the  Baptists  in  vain.  Brethren,  help 
us.  We  are  in  need.  "Cast  your  bread  upon  the  waters  and  it  shall  re- 
turn unto  you  after  many  days."  In  years  to  come  we  may  be  able  to  help 
others  who  ask  aid  as  we  do  now. 

Now,  Brethren,  we  leave  the  matter  with  you.  You  can  help  us.  Will 
you  do  it  ?  As  we  stated,  we  do  not  like  to  beg,  but  we  are  compelled  to 
do  so.  Cannot  you  take  us  in  hand,  free  us  from  debt  and  give  us  a  good 
start  ?  We  have  to-day  received  a  dun  for  f  150  of  our  indebtedness,  and 
have  not  a  cent  to  pay  it  with.     Help  us.

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CONSTITUTION' 

OF   THE 

MT.  ZION  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Mt.  Zion  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

Art.  2.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  and  be  composed  of  the  or- 
dained ministers  belonging  to,  and  of  members  chosen  annually  by  the  sev- 
eral churches  belonging  to  this  body,  who,  by  presenting  letters  from  their 
respective  churches  certifying  their  appointment,  shall  be  entitled  to  seats. 

Art.  3.  The  number  of  delegates  from  each  church  shall  not  exceed  four. 

Art.  4.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  state  the  number  baptized, 
received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by  letter,  ex-communicated,  and  de- 
ceased during  the  preceding  year,  also  the  total  number  in  fellowsliip,  and 
the  amount  of  funds  sent  up  to  the  Association,  and  for  what  objects  sent, 
together  with  Sunday  School  statistics. 

Art.  5.  The  members  thus  chosen  and  convened,  shall  sit  as  an  advisory 
council,  who  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights 
of  the  churches. 

Art.  6.  In  all  their  discussions  and  acts  this  Association  shall  recognize 
Christ  as  the  only  Law  Giver  in  Zion,  and  that  every  individual  Church  is 
an  independent  body,  with  executive,  but  no  legislative  power. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Association,  when  requested,  by  ag- 
grieved churches  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send 
committees  to  aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  a  church  is 
aggrieved  with  the  majority,  upon  application,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  consideration.     Individual  application  will  not  be  entertained. 

Art.  8.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church 
that  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of 
religion  as  taught  in  the  Bible,  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists,  as  the  true 
teachings  thereof. 

Art.  9.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  ^  Moderator  and  Clerk, 
the  former  to  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  the  latter  to  be  also  elected  by 
ballot,  but  to  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Association. 

Art.  10.  The  Clerk  shall  act  as  Treasurer  and  disburse  the  funds  as  di- 
rected by  the  Association.  He  shall  also  annually  transcribe  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Association  in  a  suitable  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  11.  Baptist  churches,  on  application  for  admission  into  this  body, 
shall  be  received,  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  satisfactory  evidence  is 
given,  that  they  are  truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  13.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made,  at  any  annual 
meeting,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


Article  1 .  The  Association  shall  be  opened  aud  closed  by  prayer  by  the 
Moderator,  or  by  some  brother  at  his  request. 

Art.  2.  The  names  of  the  delegates  shall  be  enrolled  by  the  Clerk,  and 
called  over  each  day,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  dajTead  over 
before  proceeding  to  other  business. 

Art.  3.  All  questions  before  the  Association  shall  be  decided  by  the  liv- 
ing voice,  except  a  division  is  called  for,  then  by  rising. 

Art.  4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  tw^ice,  on  any  subject,  vv^ith- 
out  permission  from  the  Moderator. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  to  obtain  permission  before 
leaving  the  Association. 

Art.  6.  While  a  brother  is  speaking  it  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order 
for  any  member  to  pass  between  the  speaker  and  Moderator,  or  to  engage 
in  conversation,  or  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  the  speaker. 

Art.  7.  Every  member  must  arise  and  address  the  Moderator  and  confine 
himself  strictly  to  the  subject  before  the  body,  use  appropriate  language, 
address  no  member  by  any  other  appellation  except  that  of  brother,  and 
cast  no  reflection  on  any  member. 

Art.  8.  The  Moderator  shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  speech  as  any 
other  member,  by  calliag  some  member  temporarily  to  the  Chair,  and  when 
requisite  give  the  casting  vote. 

Art.  9.  Written  queries,  from  the  churches  or  from  members,  and  reso- 
lutions, must  be  twice  read;  and  signed  by  the  mover  before  they  are  re- 
ceived for  discussion. 

Art.  10.  No  motion  without  a  second  shall  be  received.  The  mover  may 
withdraw  his  motion  if  it  is  done  before  it  is  voted  upon. 

Art.  11.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to. adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or 
to  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  here  arranged. 

Art.  13.  When  a  motion  has  been  carried  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any 
member  who  voted  with  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  on 
the  same  day. 

Art.  13.  All  Committees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

Art.  14.  The  Clerk  shall  make  out  a  list  of  the  members  appointed  upon 
each  Committee,  stating  the  subject  to  be  reported  upon,  and  hand  it  to  the 
chairman  as  early  as  practicable. 

Art.  15.  Should  any  member  violate  any  of  the  preceding  rules  of  order 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  call  him  to  order.  If  he  fail  to  do 
so  any  member  of  the  body  shall  have  the  same  privilege.

these  facts  shall  be  published  in  the  minutes.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  command  of  the  Master  is  to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature.  Heathen  nations  compose  a  part  of  all  the  world 
aDd  the  inhabitants  of  these  nations  are  a  part  of  all  creation.  Therefore 
the  command  is  to  go  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  unchristian  and  heathen 
nations.  The  preaching  of  the  Gospel  is  the  means  that  God  has  instituted 
to  save  sinners,  for  faith  cometh  by  hearing  and  hearing  by  the  word'  of 
God,  and  how  can  they  hear  without  a  preacher  and  how  can  they  preach 
except  they  be  sent— sent  of  God  and  sent  by  the  churches  to  proclaim  the 
truth  in  the  hearing  of  these  creatures  or  they  must  live  in  sin  and  idolatry 
and  go  down  to  everlasting  punishment.  The  truth  alone  can  free  them 
from  the  dominion  of  sin  and  eternal  death.  For  if  the  truth  make  them 
free  they  shall  be  free  indeed.  But  who  is  to  preach  this  truth  ?  Evi- 
dently not  the  preachers  alone  but  every  christian  should  preach  the  truth 
by  aiding  with  their  means  in  supporting  missionaries  in  foreign  lands.  If 
any  refuse  or  neglect  to  do  this  how  can  they  obey  the  command  of  the 
Master  and  stand  acquitted  before  God  in  the  judgment. 

There  is  great  encouragement  to  obey  this  broad  command  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature  and  especially  in  heathen  countries.  The 
labors  in  Burmah  in  about  fifty  years  have  resulted  in  twenty-five  Baptist 
Associations  with  a  probable  membership  of  twelve  hundred  to  each  Asso 
elation,  making  a  living  membership  of  thirty  thousand  where  there  was 
not  a  convert  fifty  years  ago.  Other  foreign  fields  have  a  proportionable 
result.  It  is  estimated  that  for  every  dollar  spent  on  foreign  missions  there 
has  been  three  souls  converted  to  one  in  our  country  with  the  same  expen 
diture.  With  such  encouragement  let  every  one  renew  their  diligence  in 
the  work  and  especially  would  we  urge  the  sisters  to  put  their  hands  to  the 
work  of  redeeming  their  sex  from  slavery,  for  the  wife  among  idolatrous 
nations  is  regarded  a  slave  and  such  a  misfortune  to  be  a  daughter  that  she 
is  never  spoken  of  as  a  child.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

Youth  is  the  season  to  secure  an  education  since  in  youth  the  mind  more 
readily  receives  and  more  permanently  retains  impressions.  It  is  then  tha^ 
the  elements  are  formed  which  compose  the  subsequent  character  and  de- 
cide the  future  life  of  the  individual.  In  youth  one  has  time  to  devote  to 
study  which  cannot  be  enjoyed  in  the  cares  and  business  of  mature  years. 
If  the  young  have  the  advantages  of  an  education  they  must  be  furnished 
by  parents.  Upon  them  devolves  the  responsibility  of  deciding  the  char- 
acter and  culture  of  those  who  are  to  take  their  places  in  the  next  genera- 
tion. 

Education  is  not  only  a  means  of  usefulness  but  a  source  of  pleasure_ 
They  are  unfaithful  to  their  trust  who  fails  to  give  to  their  children  the  best 
possible  advantages  within  their  means  for  an  education.  And  it  is  a  duty 
of  most  solemn  import  that  he  should  see  to  it  that  these  advantages  should 
not  be  without,  or  independent  of  such  religious  influence  as  are  in  accord- 
ance with  Scripture  truths.  Baptists  ought  to  educ  ite  their  children  and 
they  must  do  it  in  their  own  schools  and  under  Baptist  teachers.  For 
young  men  Wake  Forest  College,  and  for  young  ladies  the  Raleigh  Baptist 
Female  Seminary  furnishes  opportunities  for  intellectual  culture  under 
sound  and  safe  religious  influences. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  brethren  and  commend  to  their  liber- 
ality the  support  of  our  beneficiaries  at  Wake  Forest  College.

KEPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

Great  has  been  the  progress  of  Baptist  principles  in  North  Carolina  since 
the  year  1784.  Though  they  were  first  introduced  in  the  year  1727,  and  the 
first  church  then  organized,  yet  owing  to  the  rigid  and  persecuting  laws  of 
our  State  but  little  aid  could  they  obtain  among  the  people.  Since  our  in- 
dependence, however,  great  has  been  the  growth  of  the  Baptists.  In  1874, 
we  had  but  42  churches,  47  ministers  and  3,276  communicants,  now  there 
are  not  less  than  1,442  churches,  793  ministers  and  137,000  members  of  the 
regular  Baptists. 

The  first  Mission  Board  in  North  Carolina  was  organized  in  1805,  since 
this  date  we  have  been  pushing  State  Missions,  till  to-day,  at  least,  one- 
fourth  of  our  population  is  baptistic  in  sentiment;  while  our  influence  and 
labors  have  extended  far  beyond  the  limits  of  our  commonwealth.  Where- 
ever  our  principles  have  been  firmly,  planted  it  has  been  the  result  of  Mis- 
sionary effort.  The  Mission  Board  is  doing  but  little  this  year  for  lack  of 
the  necessary  funds,  and  j^et  it  is  successfully  laboring  at  Salisbury,  States- 
ville,  Dallas,  Gastonia,  Polkton,  Rockmgham  and  Morganton,  Avith  their 
surrounding  country.  Also  one  Missionary  in  Tyrrell  county,  while  some 
Assoeiotions  are  supporting  Missionaries  within  their  own  bounds  indepen- 
dent of  any  aid  from  the  State  Board.  While  much  is  being  done,  yet  we 
should  feel  ashamed  that  we  are  not  doing  more,  especially  when  we  view 
the  great  field  ripe  to  harvest.  Not  less  than  one  hundred  destitute  sec- 
tions, and  centres  of  influence,  are  now  calling  for  the  truth  as  we  hold  it. 
On  our  own  borders,  as  an  Association,  a  vast  field  stands  open  to  us.  Gra- 
ham and  all  the  surrounding  country  is  missionary  ground  to  the  Baptists. 
We  are  well  able  to  occupy  these  fields  and  every  destitute  section  within 
the  bounds  of  North  Carolina,  but  we  have  not  the  spirit  to  go  forward 
and  reap  the  harvest  for  our  Great  Redeemer.

ventiou  was  held  in  1877  was  built  up  by  this  Board,  as  weTlt  Third 
Church  m  St.  Louis,  where  the  Southern  Baptist  Convntionwa    held  n 
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1871.  The  Leigh  Street  Church,  liichmond,  Va.,  was  built  up  by  this 
Board.  It  assisted  Charlotte,  Greensboro,  Raleigh,  Goldsboro,  Newbern, 
Edenton,  Elizabeth  City,  as  well  as  places  in  the  country,  have  been  helped 
by  this  Board.  Raleigh  was  helped  from  1845  to  1852,  when  the  church 
become  self-supporting.  In  1859  this  Board  gave  to  North  Carolina  $1,300 
and  received  only  $60.  In  1846,  when  the  Missionaries  of  this  Board  went 
to  Texas,  there  were  about  400  Baptists,  now  there  are  about  60,000,  with 
2  Colleges  and  1  University  in  progress.  In  States  where  there  are  but  few 
Baptists,  and  many  foreigners  coming  in,  it  is  a  very  great  blessing.  It  is 
a  great  benefit  to  all  the  South.  Since  1845  the  Missionaries  of  this  Board 
have  baptized  over  35,000  persons.  In  the  Indian  Territory  Bro.  Buckner 
has  baptized  over  3,000.  Others  have  baptized  many.  This  Board  being  a 
helper  to  all  the  States,  And  everything  to  Indian  Territory,  should  receive 
our  cordial  support.  E.  DODSON.

We  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the  importance  of  early  training.  Youth 
is  the  time  to  make  good  and  lasting  impressions.  In  connection  with 
the  most  pressing  necessity  of  daily  labor  in  domestic  and  agricultural 
employment,  let  parents  see  that  time  be  given  to  the  boys  and  girls  to 
spell  and  read.  In  this  way  the  poorest  may  lay  a  foundation  for  broad 
and  liberal  culture  in  after  years.  We  suggest  that  the  delegates  of  this 
Association  give  earnest  heed  to  what  is  said  on  this  subject,  and  endeavor 
to  stir  their  brethren  and  neighbors,  that  we  may  have  more  general  in- 
terest in  the  work.  Brethren,  we  must  have  enterprise  and  make  some 
self-denial  in  training  the  mind  and  fitting  it  for  usefulness. 

We  recommend  Wake  Forest  College,  to  keep  it  before  the  minds  of 
our  people  as  worthy  of  the  prayers  and  patronage  of  our  denomination. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  preparatorj^  and  collegiate  course,  there  has 
been  established  a  school  of  English  and  Bible  study;  to  which  we  ask 
the  attention  of  our  ministering  brethren  in  particular. 

There  has  been  thirteen  young  brethren  received  by  the  Board  for  next 
year.    Let  us  assist  them  with  substantial  aid  in  the  matter  of  board.

CHINA   missions. 

Tung  Chow.    In  this  city  we  have  two  churches,  Monument  Street 
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and  N'orth  Street  Cliurches,  and  the  Mlowing  laborers:  Elder  T.  P.  Craw- 
ford, Mi-s.  Crawford,  Mrs.  S.  J.  Holmes,  Miss  Lottie  Moon,  a  native  pas- 
tor. Woo,  and  three  native  assistants. 

Statistics — Monument  St.  Church  baptized  5:  died  1;  total  63.  North 
St.  Church  baptized  4;  restored  1;  died  1;  total  67.  Schools,  4;  Mrs. 
Crawford  has  a  school  of  14  food's;  Mrs.  Holmes  has  25  girls;  Miss  Moon 
has  a  school  also,  which  is  doing  well;  and  pastor  Woo  has  a  school  of 
13  pupils  and  an  assistant  preacher  sustained  by  the  natives. 

Bro.  and  Sister  Crawford  have  been  in  China  27  j^ears. 

Shanghai.  Here  we  have  tvfo  Churches  and  one  out  Station — a 
Chapel — and  the  following  laborers:  Dr.  M.  T.  Yates,  Mrs,  Yates,  and  a 
native  pastor,  Wang  Ping  San,  and  one  assistant. 

Statistics — Baptized  7;  total  80;  Schools  2;  number  of  pupils  38. 

Many  of  the  members  of  these  Churches,  both  men  and  women,  are 
active  workers  and  lead  in  public  praj^er.  Dr.  Yates  sa5's:  I  have  given 
special  attention  to  teaching  the  cliurcli  the  word  of  God.  A  well  taught 
and  a  well  trained  church  is  the  foundation  of  successful  woi'k  for  Christ. 
Dr.  Yates  has  been  hard  at  work  translating  the  Scriptures  and  a  Hymn 
Book  into  tlie  Chinese  language.  Dr.  Yates  and  wife  have  been  in 
China  30  years. 

Canton.  Here  we  have  one  church  and  the  following  laborers:  Elder 
R.  H.  Graves,  Mrs.  Graves,  Miss  Yv'hilden,  three  ordained  ministers,  ten 
native  assistants  and  Bible  women. 

Statistics — Baptized  20;  total  158;  Schools  5.  In.  all  these  schools  there 
are  about  100  pupils. 

At  this  place  on  the  11th  of  April  last,  there  was  a  dreadful  tornado 
causing  immense  loss  of  life  and  terrible  destruction  to  property.  It 
lasted  from  three  to  five  minutes,  being  not  more  than  two  hundred  yards 
wide,  but  during  this  short  time  not  less  than  ten  thousand  Chinese  lost 
their  lives.  All  came  thus  so  suddenly  to  death,  and  too  without  the 
knowledge  of  Jesus.  Let  us  remember,  that  in  China  to-day  there  are 
ten  ti7nes  as  many  people  who  know  nothing  at  all  of  Jesus  as  there  are 
people  in  these  United  States  of  America.  Five  or  six  hundred  million 
of  people  in  one  nation  without  the  Bible  and  without  any  knowledge 
of  Jesus.    Help,  6  Lord,  help  us  and  them! 

AFKICAN  MISSIONS. 

Here  we  have  Elders  W.  J.  David,  W.  W.  Colly  and  six  native  assis- 
tants.    The  Lord  has  done  great  things  for  us  in  Africa. 

ITALIAN  MISSIONS. 

In  Rome  and  other  cities  in  Italj'-,  w^e  have  Dr.  George  B.  Taylor  and 
eight  native  assistants.

Thus  we  see  that  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  earth's  area  is  under  chris- 
tian government;  and,  second,  nearly  half  the  population  of  the  world  is 
under  christian  government.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  cause  of  missions  is  the  cause  of  God  and  humanity,  and  the  Spirit 
of  Christ  is  the  grand  moving  power  that  promotes  the  spread  of  gospel 
truth  in  the  earth.  If  we  have  not  the  Spirit  of  Christ  we  are  none  of  His, 
and  need  not  lay  any  claim  to  the  title  of  Missionary  Baptists,  for  it  is  by 
exhibiting  this  spirit,  both  in  our  faith  and  practice,  that  the  world  may 
know  that  we  are  His.  There  is  great  need  that  we  abound  in  good  works, 
and  especially  in  advancing  the  cause  of  our  Divine  Redeemer  in  our  own 
State.  Many  places  in  the  limits  of  our  Association  are  without  the  truth 
as  we  hold  it;  and  there  are  whole  households  of  grown  men  and  women 
who  never  saw  a  Missionary  Baptist,  or  heard  a  sermon  from  any  of  our 
ministers.  Shall  this  state  of  things  continue.  It  is  time  that  mission 
work  done  within  the  limits  of  our  State  is  legitimately  State  Missions  ; 
and  in  this  sense  individuals,  churches.  Associations,  and  our  State  Mission 
Board  are  doing  a  great  work.  We  have  for  150  years  been  active  in  State 
Missions.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  for  this  length  of  time  we  have 
gained  at  the  rate  of  1,000  a  year,  and  no  one  ought  to  doubt  our  activity, 
at  least,  in  this  particular.  But  perhaps  there  never  was  a  time  in  our  his- 
tory when  there  was  so  much  missionary  work  being  done  in  our  beloved 
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commoD  wealth,  but  the  demand  is  still  very  great.  The  people  of  our  State 
must  have  the  gospel.  Our  churches  must  be  taught  and  trained.  A  well 
taught  and  a  well  trained  church  is  the  foundation  of  all  successful  work 
for  Christ. 

The  State  Mission  Board  has  under  its  appointment  this  year  Elders  J. 
D.  Hufham,  N.  B.  Cobb,  J.  B.  Boone,  F.  M.  Jordan,  J.  B  Kichardson,  H. 
A.  Brown,  J.  D.  Smith,  R.  S.  Moon,  R.  A.  Moore,  and  perhaps  others.  Up 
to  this  time  they  have  received  ^912.34,  and  to  the  same  time  last  year  they 
had  received  $1,263.79.  When  we  take  the  salary  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  from  this  last  amount  for  that  time,  we  find  that  the  Board  will 
have  one-third  more  money  this  year  over  the  last,  for  the  missionary  work. 
The  Board  is  due  now  about  $300.00.  The  greater  part  of  this  is  due  Elds. 
Cobb,  Hufham  and  Richardson.  Many  places  are  calling  for  help  and  the 
Board  has  had  to  refuse  to  make  many  appointments  in  different  parts  of 
the  State  because  of  a  want  of  funds.  The  Board  should  be  liberally  sus- 
tained, its  work  enlarged  and  pressed  forward.  Every  church  should  take 
the  deepest  interest  in  this  work. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  Association  to  the  great  destitution  on  our 
northern  and  western  borders,  and  urge  that  some  provision  be  made  to 
occupy  so  much  of  this  destitution  as  mav  be  possible  during  the  next  year

Article  1.  This  Association  sliciil  be  called  the  Mt.  Zion  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. ,4e*« 

Art.  2.  T!ie  Association  shall  meet  an  anally  and  be  composed  of  the 
ordained  minister^  belonging  to,  and  of  members  chosen  annually  by  the 
;-;everal  churches  belonging  to  this  body,  wiio,  by  presenting  letters  from 
[iieir  respective  churcliss  cerLif3ing  tlieir  appointment,  shall  be  •entitled  to 
se;its. 

AiiT.  3.  The  number  of  delegates  from  each  church  sltall  be  tiiree  and 
one  additional  delegate  for  each  Sabbath  school  connected  with  that  church, 
v.'lio  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist  church. 

Art.  4.  The  letters  from  the  churclies  shall  state  the  number  baptized. 
received  b.y  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by  letter,  excluded  and  died  during 
■he  past  year,  i\iQ  total  number  in  fellowship;  and  the  amount  paid  as  Pas- 
tor's saLiry,  incidental  expenses,  minute  fund,  for  the  poor,  State,  Foreign 
and  Indian  Missions,  Education,  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  Sabbath  schools. 
These  and  all  other  matters  of  finance  connected  with  the  churches,  and 
the  number  of  copies  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  taken  by  the  churches, 
and  these  facts  shall  be  publislied  in  the  Minutes. 

Art.  5.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council, 
who  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the 
churches. 

Art.  6.  In  all  their  discussions  and  acts,  this  Association  shall  recognize 
Ululst  as  t!ie  onlj'"  Law  Giver  in  Zion,  and  that  every  individual  church  is 
an  'ndependent  body,  with  executive  but  no  legislative  power.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


Artcle  1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer  by 
the  Moderator,  or  by  some  brother  at  his  request. 

Art.  2,  The  names  of  the  delegates  shall  be  enrolled  by  the  Clerk, 
and  called  over  each  day,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  day  read 
over  before  proceeding  to  other  business. 

Art.  3.  All  questions  before  the  Association  shall  be  decided  by  the 
living  voice,  except  a  division  is  called  for,  then  by  rising. 

Art.  4.  Ko  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  subject  with- 
out permission  from  the  Moderator. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  to  obtain  permission  before 
leaving  the  Association. 

Art.  6.  While  a  brother  is  speaking,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of 
order  for  any  member  to  pass  betvi^een  the  speaker  and  Moderator,  or  to 
engage  in  conversation,  or  in  any  way  to  infere  with  the  speaker. 

Art.  7.  Every  member  must  arise  and  address  the  Moderator,  and  con- 
fine himself  strictly  to  the  subject  before  the  body,  use  appropriate  lan- 
guage, address  no  member  by  any  other  appellation  except  that  of 
brother,  and  cast  no  reflection  on  any  member. 

Art.  8.  The  Moderator  shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  speech  as  any 
other  member,  by  calling  some  member  temporarily  to  the  Chair,  and 
when  requisite,  give  the  casting  vote. 

Art.  9.  Written  queries  from  the  churches  or  from  members,  and  res- 
olutions, must  be  twice  read,  and  signed  by  the  mover  before  they  are 
received  for  discussion. 

Art.  10.  No  motion  without  a  second  shall  be  received.  The  mover 
may  withdraw  his  motion  if  it  is  done  before  it  is  voted  upon. 

Art.  11.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table, 
or  to  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  here  arranged. 

Art.  12 .  When  a  motion  has  been  carried,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any 
member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  on 
the  same  day. 

Art.  13.  All  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

Art.  14.  The  Clerk  shall  make  out  a  list  of  the  members  appointed 
upon  each  committee,  stating  the  subject  to  be  reported  upon,  and  hand 
it  to  the  chairman  as  early  as  practicable. 

Art.  15.  Should  any  member  violate  any  of  the  preceding  rules  of 
order,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  call  him  to  order.  If  he 
fail  to  do  so,  any  member  of  the  body  shall  have  the  same  privilege.

KEPOKT  O]^^  STATE  MISSIONS. 

It  is  a  j^reat  mistake  to  suppose  the  report  of  our  Mission  Board  to  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  shows  all  we  as  a  denomination  are  doing  to 
give  the  gospel  to  all  the  people  of  the  State.  There  has  been  no  success- 
ful effort  to  gather  all  the  facts  about  our  State  Mission  work,  and  there- 
fore man}'-  of  our  people  know  but  little  of  it.  The  facts  running  back 
for  175  years  ought  to  be  collected  and  published.  Any  and  all  work 
done,  whether  by  the  Mission  Board  of  the  Convention  or  Association,  by 
the  churches  or  individuals,  whether  preaching  to  the  destitute  in  the 
cities,  toVns.  or  countrj^,  by  appointments  or  without  appointments, 
whether  building  houses  of  worship  or  brush-arbors,  all  is  legitimate  State 
Missionary  work. 

The  Baptists,  of  all  people,  should  be  most  thankful  for  the  past,  most 
appreciative  of  the  present,  and  most  hopeful  of  the  future.  By  their  suf- 
ferings and  influence  religious  liberty''  was  secured  to  this  great  nation  ; 
by  them  the  gospel  has  been  given  to  more  people  of  our  own  State  than 
by  all  other  Christian  people  together,  and  it  is  to  tliem  that  all  have  look- 
ed and  all  must  look  for  a  spiritual  church  governed  only  by  the  New 
Testament  with  ordinances,  administered  as  ordained  by  Jesus  Christ, 
When  the  people  of  these  now  populous  States  absolved  their  allegiance 
to  the  British  Crown  and  tlie  Revolution  had  ended  in  their  independence 
and  freedom,  the  Episcopal  and  Presbyterian  churches  had  over  the  Bap- 
tist churches  every  human  advantage.  Since  which  time,  however,  many 
and  very  great  changes  have  con\e.  The  Episcopalians  reported  this 
year  5,440  communicants;  according  to  Col.  Polk's  book  there  are  now 
37  counties  in  which  there  is  no  Episcopal  church.  The  Presbyterians 
reported  to  their  Synod,  in  1877,  16,544  communicants  ;  there  are  tliirty- 
four  comities  in  which  there  is  no  Presbytei'ian  church.  The  Annual  N. 
C.  Conference  of  the  M.  E.   Church  repor"d,  in  1878,  62,307  communl- 
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cants.    They  claim  that  there  are  in  this  State  belonging  to  the  Helston 
and  Virgjinia  Conferences  10,000  more. 

The  Protestant  Methodists,  the  Zion  (colored)  Methodists,  tlie  Northern 
Methodists,  and  the  O'Kelleyites,  all  separate  organizations,  together  es- 
timated at  about  45,000.  The  Catholic,  the  Quakers,  Lutherans,  Ger- 
man Keformed,  Disciples  and  all  the  other  little  Pedo-Baptist  organiza- 
tions may  be  put  at  20,000.  This  makes  a  total  from  all  these  combined 
of  159,285.  The  Missionary  Boptists  have  in  the  State  a  membership  of 
165,000.  Thus  we  see  that  the  Baptists  have  5,715  members  more  than 
all  the  denominations  in  the  State  put  togetlier.  The  population  of  the 
State  in  1870  was  1,071,361,  giving  12,700  for  the  increase  since  that  time 
and  the  Baptists  still  number  one-seventh  of  the  entire  population  of  the 
State  and  a  much  larger  number  of  the  adult  population — perhaps  one- 
fourth.  It  were  impossible  to  have  worked  these  results  without  active, 
well-directed  and  untiring  missionary  work  through  the  past  century  and 
a  half  of  our  history.  God  has  directed  in,  it  all.  The  simple  Gospel  has 
been  preached,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  has  made  it  quick  and  powerful. 

But  what  is  this  great  number  of  Baptists  now  doing  for  the  Master's 
cause.  There  are  forty  white  Baptist  Associations  in  the  State;  in  the 
church  letters  of  twenty-one  of  these  last  year  there  was  reported  $101,- 
701.54,  and  exclusive  of  pastors'"  salaries  these  reported  $49,637.75  as 
given  to  the  Master's  cause.  As  a  rule  not  more  than  one-half  done  by 
the  churches  is  reported.  This  part  being  remembered  and  adding  the 
other  nineteen  Associations,  I  think  we  can  with  safety  say  the  Baptists 
of  this  State,  including  Pastors'  salaries,  give  at  least  $200,000  a  year  to  the 
cause  of  Christ.     Many  of  our  churches  are  very  poor. 

The  State  Mission  Board  has  now  seventeen  missionaries  employed  and 
many  of  the  Associations  are  doing  large  missionary  work.  According 
to  the  Baptist  Year  Book  for  1879,  there  are  743  ordained  Baptist  preach- 
ers in  this  State.  At  least  200  of  this  number — mostly  self-appointed 
and  without  compensation,  except  the  consciousness  of  working  for  souls 
and  for  Jesus — are  really  doing  missionary  work  in  our  own  State.  The 
work  that  was  suggested  at  our  last  session,  and  soon  thereafter  arranged 
for  by  the  Union  meeting  or  the  Mission  Committee  aiid  entered  upon 
by  Kev.  Jes^e  Howell,  has  been  successful  beyond  our  expectation.  This 
work  should  be  judiciously  managed  and  constantly  pressed.  'J'here  is 
every  human  prospect  that  the  field  will  be  .self-sustaining  after  this  year. 

Just  so  soon  as  we  can  with  prudence  do  it,  this  Association  should  se- 
cure a  suitable  man  to  give  his  entire  time  to  the  mission  wor^k  on  our 
western  border. 

Faith,  humility,  activity,  hard  work,  and  liberal  giving — all  directed 
with  common  sense — is  what  we  most  need  in  all  our  mission  work. 

Again  :  Your  committee  would  call  attention  to  the  pressing  opportu- 
nities to  do  successful  work  among  the  colored  people,  and  suggest  to 
our  brethren  the  importance  and  duty  of  aiding  them  in  their  many  strug- 
gles. They  very  much  need  help  in  securing  houses  of  worship.  Bibles, 
Testaments,  suitable  religious  papers,  organizing  churches.  Sabbath 
Schools,  and  Associations,  and  in  getting  correct  information  about  our 
mission  work  at  home  and  in  the  foreign  fields.

We  recom- 
mend the  Biblical  Recorder  as  a  suitable  paper  for  the  families  of  all  our 
people,  and  would  urge  the  pastors  of  the  churches  and  the  leading  lay- 
men of  the  Association  to  use  their  most  earnest  efforts  in  extending  its 
circulation  till  it  finds  a  place  in  every  Baptist  home.  We  also  recom- 
mend Kind  Words  as  a  suitable  paper  for  Sunday  Schools.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 
There  is  a  very  great  increase  of  interest  in  this  department  of  our  labor 
in  the  State  generally.  In  looking  over  the  meagre  reports  sent  up  to  the 
Sunday  School  Board  at  Raleigh,  we  find  at  least  thirty  new  schools  that 
have  been  organized  during  the  present  year  in  sections  where  Sunday 
Schools  have  been  heretofore  unknown.  Last  year  there  were  more  than 
50  organized.  And  now  we  have  within  the  bounds  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  not  including  the  Western  Baptist  Convention  of  N.  C. ,  be- 
tween 500  and  600  Avhite  Baptist  Sunday  Schools,  and  these  schools  have 
raised  and  expended  during  the  past  yeai  $6,000  or  more. 

There  is  no  part  of  the  State  that  presents  a  more  marked  improvement 
in  the  Sunday  School  work  than  does  the  Mt.  Zion  Association.  Last  year 
your  22  churches,  whose  aggregate  membership  was  2,342,  reported  only 
13  Sunday  Schools,  with  an  attendance  of  only  975,  there  being  9  churches 
without  schools.  This  year  your  churches,  with  a  membership  of  2,520, 
make  an  exhibit  of  26  schools,  whose  attendance  numbers  1,539.  Every 
church  reported  at  least  one  school,  while  two  churches  have  two  schools 
each.  Cane  Creek  church  has  three.  This  is  indeed  a  matter  worthy  of 
sincere  congratulation,  and  should  call  forth  our  heartfelt  gratitude  to  our 
Heavenly  Father  who  has  so  richly  blessed  us.  But  of  the  1,539  persons 
in  attendance  upon  your  schools,  less  than  one-fifth  are  professing  chris- 
tians, which  leaves  2,213  members  of  your  churches  who  never  go  to  Sun- 
day School,  besides  the  thousands  of  children  in  your  midst  who  spend  the 
Sabbath  in  worldly  amusements.  Brethren,  let  us  never  be  satisfied  until 
these  are  all  brought  in  and  taught  the  way  of  life.

We  chose  Elder  Jesse  Howell  as  our  Missionary,  at  a  salary  of  $1.00  per 
day,  who  entered  upon  his  duty  12th  day  of  October,  1878,  and  has  contin- 
ued in  the  work,  with  the  exception  of  January  and  February,  then  on 
half  time,  up  to  the  present.  There  are  five  points  designated  for  his  la- 
bors, Hopkins'  Grove,  Colclough's  School  House,  lied  Mountain,  Union 
Grove  and  Orange  Factory, 

At  Hopkins'  Grove  they  have  now  nearly  completed  a  good  house  of  wor- 
ship, and  v;ill  organize  a  church  Saturday  b'^'ore  the  first  Sunday  in  Octo- 
ber, witii  about  20  members.  Tliey  had  a  few  accessions  at  their  meeting 
of  days  at  Colclough's  School  House.  They  expect  to  build  this  Fall.  They 
will  organize  or  revive  the  old  church  on  Saturday  before  the  second  Sab- 
bath in  September.  They  have  had  a  season  of  religion  for  one  week  with 
much  success. 

At  Red  Mountain  we  also  have  no  church,  but  the  brethren  propose  to 
move  old  Shady  Hill  Church  down  and  organize  at  an  early  date. 

At  Union  Grove  we  have  organized  a  church,  and  after  a  little  repair 
they  wiil  have  a  good  house  of  worship. 

At  Orange  Factory  there  is  a  house  of  worship,  which  we  use  whenever 
we  so  desire.  ' 

As  a  Board,  we  recommend  to  the  Association  that  a  continuation  of  this 
work  be  carried  on,  as  the  prospects  are  bright  for  a  glorious  work  on  our 
borders.

Dear  Brethren  :  At  your  Mission  Committee's  meeting  at  G?3.-aham 
we  chose  Elder  R.  A.  Patterson  as  our  Missionary,  whose  report  for  the 
first  quarter  at  Berea  showed  the  organization  of  two  churches  and  seven 
baptisms.  At  this  meeting  we  discontinued  the  plans  of  the  Missionary 
work  wiih  the  exception  of  some  appointments  already  made.  At  our 
meeting  at  Antioch  church  v^^e  decided  not  to  employ  any  more  Mission- 
aries, but  changed  our  plan  by  appropriating  the  needed  amount  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  work  at  any  point  we  thought  it  expedient  to  occupy. 

Under  the  adoption  of  this  motion  an  appropriation  of  $50.00  was  au- 
thorized to  be  paid  to  Elder  VV.  L.  Wright  for  half  of  his  time  at  Gra- 
ham, which  has  not  yet  been  paid.  At  Pleasant  Grove  church  the  com- 
mittee made  an  appropriation  of  $25.00  in  part  payment  of  Elder  R.  A. 
Patterson's  service  at  Roberson's  Grove  church,  one  of  the  newly  con- 
stituted churches  of  our  Mission  work,  which  has  been  paid.

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association,  wo  have  had  several  places 
locfked  after,  but  have  only  occupied  Red  Mountain,  Swepson's  Mill, 
Keith's  School  House  and  Caldwell's  Grrov^. 

We  secured  the  services  of  Elder  J.  M.  Hilliard  to  occupy  Red  Moun- 
tain Station,  who  has  discharged  his  duty  faithfullj^,  having  filled  seven 
appointments.  We  appropriated  fifty  dollars  for  this  point  with  wliat 
could  be  collected  on  the  field.  At  our  July  meeting,  a  committee  of 
three  was  appointed  to  secure  some  Brother  "to  assist  Bro.  Hilliard  in  a 
series  of  meetings  ;  the  committee  succeeded  in  getting  Bro.  N".  R.  Pitt- 
man.  .These  meetings  resulted  in  the  baptism  of  twelve.  Tlie  prospects 
are  bright  for  a  house  of  worship  to  be  l)uilt  th  s  fall  and  a  church  to  be 
organized  in  October.     I  have  only  paid  Bro.  liilliard  $25. 

The  services  of  Bro.  W.  L.  Wright  were  secured  to  preach  at  Swep- 
son's Mills  monthly,  for  which  we  appropriated  $50.  He  speaks  favoi-a- 
bl.y  of  the  place,  and  is  hopeful  of  a  house  being  built  at  an  early  day. 
I  have  paid  Bro.  Wright  ^16.67. 

TJiough  Keith's  School  House  has  been  occupied  from  time  to  time  by 
different  brethren,  no  appropriation  has  been  made  for  tiiis  place.  Bro. 
Patterson,  at  tlie  May  meeting,  reported  he  had  baptized  six  at  that  place, 
and  organized  an  arm  of  Roberson's  Grrove,  At  tiie  July  meeting  he  was 
appointed  to  see  after  it  and  report  at  this  mee;ing.

Durham  read  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions. 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

To  successfully  prosecute  this  great  work  with  the  best  results  upon 
our  own  churches,  we  all  need  to  know  more  about  it. 

In  the  first  place,  we  all  need  to  understand  clearly  and  realize  keenly 
our  Scriptural  obligations— to  give  the  Gospel  to  all  mankind.  In  the 
second  plnce,  we  all  need  to  know  Mission  fields,  our  laborers  and  their 
condition-and  pressing  wants  ;  and  in  the  third  place,  we  need  to  con- 
trast constantly  the  superlnnnan  difficulties  that  existed  in  the  beginning 
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of  this  century  with  the  light,  the  hope^  and  the  successful  prosecution  of 
this  work,  to  dawn  upon  the  churches  and  the  nations. 

Our  ohligationsto  give  the  Gospel  to  all  mankind.  These  rest  on  several 
grounds : 

Ist.  They  rest  on  the  grounds  of  natural  hrotlierhood. 

2nd.  They  rest  on  the  ground  of  the  union  of  Divine  and  human  in- 
strumentalities. ^ 

3rd.  They  rest  on  the  ground  of  christian  fidelity. 

4th.  They  rest  on  the  positive  command  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

In  this  great  command,  commission,  as  It  is  frequently  called,  note: 

First,  that  it  is  based  on  the  supreme  authority  of-  one  Lord,  "All 
powder  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth."  A  refusal  to  obey  is 
resistance  to  God's  authority.  Excusable  may  be  thought  the  anti-mis- 
sionary or  0-missionary  spirit,  but  when  seen  aright  it  is  treason  against 
the  Divine  government — than  whicli  there  can  be  no  liighcB  crime,  save 
that  of  blasphemy,  which  has  no  forgiveness. 

Secondly,  the  very  highest  reward  is  promised  to  those  who  obey  this 
command:  "  And  lo  I  am  with  you."  The  conjunction  "  and,"  is  em- 
phatic. The  blessing  is  predicated  on  the  performance  of  this  saered 
dutj^ 

Thirdly,  this  command  is  clearly  binding  on  all  of  the  Lord's  people, 
for  the  promised  presence  is  ^'  tmto  tlie  end  of  the  world." 

Fourthly,  the  success  of  the  enterprise  is  rendered  sure  by  the  pres- 
ence of  Him  unto  whom  "all  power  in  heaven  and  earth  "  hath  been 
given. 

Prayer  and  labor  are  by  the  Lord  Jesus  combined  as  privileges  and 
obligations  by  which  we  advance  the  interest  of  liis  liingdom  on  earth. 

Our  Mission  Fields. 

China. 

Canton — Here  we  hare  churches  3,  total  membership  357,  missionaries 
•Q — Elders  R.  H.  Graves  and  wife,  E.  T.  Simmons  and  wife,  Miss  Sallie 
Stein,  Miss  Lula  Whilden — native  ordained  pastors  2;  native  assistants 
JO;  preaching  stations  in  the  country  6;  and  chapels  in  the  country  1 ; 
baptized  52  ;  contributed  $120;  tracts  and  Bibles  distributed  9,766  ;  schools 
5,  with  an  average  attendance  of  106. 

ShangJiai — Here  we  have  churches  2,  total  membership  103,  missiona- 
ries 2 — Elder  M.  T.  Yates  and  wife — native  ordained  pastors  2;  native 
assistants  4  ;  and  contributions  $258.22,  with  frequent  baptisms. 

Tung  Chow — Here  we  have  churches  2,  membership  120,  missionaries, 
4 — Elder  T.  P.  Crawford  and  wife,  Mrs.  S.  G.  Homes,  Miss  Lottie  Moon — 
native  pastors  1,  and  schools  3. 

In  all  China,  in  1881,  up  to  the  last  reports,  there  have  been  about 
18,515  persons  who  have  professed  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Italy. 

Eome — In  this  city  we  have  one  church  and  four  missionaries — Eldei-s 
George  B.  Taylor  and  wife,  and  J.  H.  Eager  and  wife — and  one  native 
pastor.  In  each  of  eight  other  large  cities  of  Italy,  we  have  a  native 
preacher  laboring  in  the  Master's  cause,  with  the  brighest  prospects, 
under  the  general  directions  of  Bro.  George  B.  Taj'lor,  of  Rome. 

Africa. 

Here  we  have  two  missionaries  and  two  native  assistants.  At  Abeo- 
kuta,  on  23rd  of  April,  1881,  Rev.  S.  Cosby,  a  colored  Baptist  of  Virginia, 
fell  asleep.  On  the  morning  before  his  death  he  said:  "I  desire  to  go 
and  rest  with  my  Saviour."  Bro.  David's  appeal  to  the  Board  for  other 
missionaries  to  be  sent  to  Africa  is  verv  strong. 
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Brazil. 

In  this  field  we  have  two  churches  and  three  missionaries — Elders  U. 
H.  Quillen  and  W.  B.  Bao'by  and  wife.  At  one  of  these  churches,  in 
June,  Bro.  Bagby  preached  ei«:lit  days  and  night«^  the  first  meeting  of 
this  kind  ever  held  in  Brazil,  and  seventeen  souls  professed  faith  in  Christ. 

Mexico. 
In  this  field  we  have  eight  churclies  with  a  membership  of  200,  and 
three  missionaries — Elders  W.  M.  Flournoy,  I.    M.  Westrup  and  J.  P. 
McCullongh. 

Contrast. 

Eighty  years  ago  it  was  almost  impossible  to  reach  heathen  nations — 
no  railroad,  no  steamships,  no  telegraph  lines,  no  national  treaties  with 
them,  no  mail  facilities — and  our  churches  were  few  and  weak,  without 
information,  no  religious  newspapers,  and  without  the  spirit  of  missions; 
but  now,  "  What  hath  God  wrought  ?  "  Eighty  years  ago,  in  all  heathen 
lands,  there  were,  perhaps,  fifty  thousand  converts,  now  almost  two 
hundred  thousand  ,*  then  $300,000  was  the  yearly  contributions,  now 
almost  $7,000,000;  then  seventy  mission  schools,^owtwelve  thousand; 
then  the  Bible  was  in  fifty  languages,  now  In  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
six.

Some  of  our  schools  are  not  provided  with  suitable  lesson  helps,  audi 
many  of  them  have  no  infant  class.  It  is  to  be  lamented  that  many  of 
the  country  schools  languish  during  the  protracted  meeting  season,  be- 
cause the  teachers  leave  their  home  work  to  attend  revival  meetings  in 
other  churches. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  greater  punctuality,  and  harder 
study  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  superintendents  ;   the  adoption  of  the 
International  series  S.  S.  Lesson^,  in  tUose  schools  which  have  not  already  ^ 
adopted  them,  and  a  vigorous  effort  to  interest  all  the  church  members 
in  the  Sunday  Scliool  work.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

We  are  thankful  to  be  able  to  say  that  our  College  at  Wake  Forest  is 
in  a  prosperous  condition.  During  the  last  session,  there  were  181  stu- 
dents present,  of  whom  more  than  30  were  young  ministers,  and  about 
20  were  beneficiaries.  Owing  to  the  general  drouglit  with  failure  of  the 
crops  to  about  one-half,  we  fear  that  the  educational  interest  will  suffer 
correspondingly.  The  Faculty  consists  of  eight  well  drilled  and  etHcient 
Professors,  fully  competent  to  dischaj'ge  the  duties  assigned  them.  The 
grade  of  scholarship  is  fully  equal  to  that  of  other  colleges,  and  we  can 
most  heartily  recommend  Wake  Forest  College  to  tho  liberal  patronage 
of  tlie  public,  and  especially  of  our  own  brethren.  Two  large  buildings 
have  been  erected  tliere  within  the  last  few  years.  Library  Hall,  built 
by  the  generous  donations  of  Brethren  J.  M.  Heck  and  Joiin  G.  Williams, 
contains  two  large  recitation  rooms,  two  society  halls  and  two  library 
halls.  The  Wingate  Memorial  Hall,  built  by  the  generous  donations  of 
the  brethren  at  large,  contains  four  recitation  rooms,  one  small  chapel 
for  daily  use,  and  a  large  chapel,  holding  1,500  persons,  for  public  occa- 
sions.    All  things  around  show  a  spirit  of  improvement. 

The  endowment  has  increased  to  about  $48,000  of  invested  funds,  and 
is  slowly  but  constantly  increasing,  and  in  a  few  years  we  believe  it  will 
reach  $100,000.  The  Trustees  are  givinji-  free  tuii ion  to  more  than  thirty 
young  ministers,  amounting  to  about  $2,000,  whi'th  is  about  as  much  as 
the  whole  denomination  is  doing  for  the  same  object.  This  fact  should 
of  itself  commend  the  College  to  the  warmest  sympathy  and  support  of 
the  denomination. 

Rev.  M.  V.  McDuffie,  whom  yon  aided  as  a  beneficiary,  graduated  with 
honor  last  June,  and  is  now  filling  a  useful  position  with  some  churches 
of  the  Flat  River  and  Tar  River  Associations.  Your  money  has  been 
well  spent  on  him.  Rev.  N.  R.  Pittman,  who  was  supported  through 
the  Educational  Board,  by  four  brethren  of  this  Association,  graduated 
last  June,  and  has  shown  that  their  funds  were  well  spent  by  his  successful 
labors  with  seveial  of  your  churches  and  mission  stations  this  summer. 
He  is  now  further  prosecuting  his  studies  at  the  Southern  Baptiso  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Louisville. 

Being  thus  encouraged,  we  hope  the  brethren  and  churches  will  do 
even  more  in  the  future  for  the  Lord  in  this  direction  than  heretofore. 

Brethren  L.  T.  Buchanan,  at  Durham,  and  Locke  Craig,  at  Chapel 
Hill,  have  schools  of  high  grade  for  boys,  which  we  can  heartily  recom- 
mend to  the  patronage  of  the  public. 

We  would  recommend  female  education  as  vastly  important  and  by  no 
means  to  be  neglected.  There  are  in  our  State  seven  female  seminaries 
of  the  highest  grade,  which  are  well  worthy  of  our  patronage.  Brethren 
do  all  that  you  can  to  promote  the  education  of  the  rising  generation, 
both  male  and  female.  ' 

There  ought  to  be  within  your  bounds  as  many  schools  as  you  have 
churches.  Ever}^  church  would  do  well  to  see  to  it  that  a  good  school  is 
established  at  or  near  their  church    houses.     Sanctified  education,  like 
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that  of  the  Apostle  Paul,  is  the  great  visible  hope  of  successfully  spread- 
ing the  Ooppel  and  of  the  salvation  of  the  world.

SECOND  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  Oct.  4th,  1882. 

The  Association  convened  and  spent  half  an  hour  in  re- 
ligious exercises. 

The  Moderator  then  called  the  Association  to  order. 

The  roll  of  delegates  called  and  the  proceedings  of  yes- 
terday read  and  approved. 

Visiting  brethren  again  invited  to  seats  and  Elder  O.  T. 
Edwards,  from  the  Sandy  Creek  Association,  accepted. 

Elder  C.  Durham  read  the  following  report  on  the  Devel- 
opment of  the  Churches: 

REPORT  ON  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

The  development  of  the  churches  for  the  past  five  years  has  been  very  grati- 
fying. This  development  has  been  shown  in  the  increased  contribution  to  State 
raid  Foreign  Missions,  to  education,  in  Sabbath  School  work,  in  building  and 
improving  houses  of  worslilp,  ia  paying  the  pastors,  in  the  numbers  of  copies  of 
"Cq.^  Recorder  X.?\'^(tn,  in  the  practical  efforts  of  at  least  four  of  our  churches  in 
substituting  twice-a-month  preaching  for  their  former  once~a-month  plan,  in 
the  agitation  of  this  subject  in  seme  other  churches,  in  inclosing  and  improving 
the  church,  grave  yards,  (S,:c. ,  and  in  attending  our  union  meetings.  We  are  thank- 
ful to  report  these  indications  of  in^  provement ;  and  perhaps  there  is  no  Association 
in  the  State  where  they  have  l^eea  more  marked.  W^e  feel,  however,  to  urge 
several  things  which  would  as  we  think  be  to  the  further  development  of  all  the 
churches  and  all  the  work  of  the  Association. 

1.  A  deeper  toned  piety  on  the  part  of  the  pastors,  and  the  membership  of 
each  church,  more  Bible  rea(;iing,  and  more  prayer. 

2.  At  least  one  private  meeting  a  year  of  all  the  pastors  for  at  least  one  day, 
to  pray  together,  and  for  each  other,  to  consult  together,  and  the  better  to  under- 
stand from  each  other  how  each  can  be  helpful  to  the  other  in  their  work  for 
the  Master. 

3.  That  the  churches  now  having  preaching  once  a  month,  secure  a  pastor  for 
half  of  his  time,  and  so  soon  as  possible  to  come  to  the  Scriptural  idea  of  a  pas- 
tor for  every  church. 

4.  For  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Missions  and  Education  to  visit,  if 
possible,  all  the  churches  in  the  Association  once  a  year  and  report  to  this  body.^ 

5.  For  the  chairman  of  each  section  to  visit  each  church  in  his  section  twice  a 
year,  to  write  to  each  one  on  these  committees  once  a  quarter,  all  report  once  a 
quarter  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee. 

6.  For  each  brother  on  these  committees  to  give  to  his  church  all  needed  in- 
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formation  about  his  department  of  church  work,  collect  something  from  eacli 
member  for  the  same  and  make  a  quarterly  report  to  the  chairman  of  his  section.. 

7.  For  the  pastor  and  these  committees  to  see  to  it  that  the  amount  for  one 
of  these  objects  (State  Missions,  Foreign  Missions  or  Education),  is  secured  be- 
tween the  Association  and  the  last  of  the  year,  the  amount  for  another  by  the 
last  of  May, and  for  the  other  by  the  Association. 

8.  That  the  best  business  men  in  the  churches  be  urged  tO'  attend  our  union 
meetings  and  Associations. 

9.  That  there  be  a  monthly  pastor's  and  deacon's  meeting  for  each  church  for 
consultation  about  all  the  interest  of  their  church. 

10.  Many  of  the  pastors  should  be  paid  more,  and  be  paid  more  promptly- 
whatever  is  promised,  they  should  more  frequently  hold  protracted  meetings, 
and  many  times  longer  meetings,  and  each  country  church  should  have  a  school 
house,  a  school  and  a  grave  yard.  C.  Durham,

On  motion  to  adopt,  remarks  were  made  by  Elders  C.

Report  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Elder  W.  L.  Wright,  that  the  Ministers  of 
this  Association  meet  at  Durham  on  Thursday  before  the 
fifth  Sunday  in  October,  1882,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  for  consul- 
tation, remarks  were  made  by  Elders  C.  Durham,  W.  L, 
Wright  and  Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton. 

Motion  adopted. 

Elder  M.  D.  Jeffries  read  the  following  report  on  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  : 

REPORT  ON  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 


Strike  out  sections  g  and  10  and  insert  the  following: 

Sec.  I.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  a  Moderator,  a  Clerk,  a  Historian,. 
a  T:e.isurer  and  an  Auditor.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot 
and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  body. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clerk  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  and  hold  his  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  body.  He  shall,  during  all  the  sessions  of  the  same,  keep  a 
faithful  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  have  the  minutes  published  and  distrib- 
uted to  the  churches  according  to  the  amounts  paid  by  each  for  said  object.  He 
shall  be  paid  ten  dollars  each  year  out  of  the  Minute  Fund  for  his  work. 

Sec.  3.  The  Historian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  and  hold  his  of- 
fice during  the  pleasure  of  the  same,  and  shall  collect  and  put  in  some  durable 
form  all  the  facts  of  interest  about  each  of  the  churches  and  report  to  each  ses- 
sion of  this  body. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  bythe  Moderator  and  hold  his  of- 
fice during  the  pleasure  of  the  same,  and  shall  receive  and  pay  over  to  the  proper 
parties  all  the  money  contributed  by  the  churches  and  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  The  Auditor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  and  hold  his  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  same  and  shall  annually  examine  the  Treasurer's 
books  and  see  that  they  are  kept  in  an  intelligent  and  business-like  way,  and 
attest  the  report.  M.  D.  Jeffries, 

Chairman- 
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On  motion  to  adopt,  remarks  were  made  by  Elder  C.  Dur- 
ham. 

Report  adopted. 

Elder  C.  Durham  read  the  following  report  on  State  Mis- 
sions: 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  Work  Defined. 

Every  effort  to  give  the  gospel  to  the  destitute,  within  the  bounds  of  our 
State,  is  a  part  of  this  work.  This  is  so.  Whether  it  is  done  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  State  Board,  or  the  Mission  Committee  of  this  Association,  or 
indeed  without  appointing  from  any  one  ;  whether  it  is  giving  to  men  who  go 
out  thus  to  preach,  or  building  houses  of  worship,  or  bush  arbors  in  the  neglect- 
ed sections,  all  is  State  Mission  work,  and  should  be  so  reported  in  the  church 
letters. 

The  Board  of  Missions. 

This  Board  appointed  by  the  Convention  composed  of  fifty  eight  of  our  best 
men,  taken  from  every  Association,  located  in  Raleigh,  has  the  oversight  of  the 
entire  State  Mission  work,  and  it  has  special  charge  of  those  places  and  sections, 
where  the  gospel  is  not  preached  by  the  Missionaries  of  the  Association. 

This  Board  has  for  many  years  done  a  most  successful  and  blessed  work. 

The  facts  in  its  work  for  this  year  up  to  July  31st  as  reported  to  its  Secretary, 
John  E.  Ray,  are  as  follows  :  Missionaries,  38  ;  protracted  meetings,  18  ;  pro- 
fessions, 166  ;  weeks  of  labor,  691  ;  (more  than  13  years).  Sermons,  2069  ; 
churches  supplied,  65;  Mission  Stations,  73;  prayer  meetings,  480;  religious 
visits,  3125;  baptisms,  208;  added  by  letter,  178;  churches  organized,  8;  meet- 
ing houses  finished,  7;  now  building,  16;  Sunday  schools  organized,  37;  Sunday 
schools  on  mission  fields,  77;  attendance,  5488. 

These  reports  do  not  cover  the  last  quarter,  (August,  September  and  October,) 
the  revisal  season,  and  when  this  is  covered,  the  results  in  conversions  and  bap- 
tisms will  doubtless  be  more  than  double.  Is  not  this  enough  to  set  on  fire  the 
heart  of  every  one  of  our  churches. 

The  Mission  Work  in  the  Mt.  Zion  Association. 

The  Association  was  organized  in  September,  1870,  twelve  years  ago,  and  in 
1 87 1  some  practical  voluntary  missions,  was  done  hy  Elder  G.  P.  Moore  and 
Trades  Hill  Church  stands  as  the  result.  At  the  Association  in  this  year,  Elder 
W.  R,  Gwaltney,  chairman  of  committee  on  State  Missions,  in  his  report,  said: 
We  are  a  young  body  only  one  year  old,  shall  we  wait  till  we  grow  older  before 
we  do  something  ?  He  who  does  no  work  till  grown  is  a  weakly  man.  Let  us 
begin  work  now,  and  when  we  grow  to  be  a  large  body  we  will  be  strong  men 
and  women  in  Christ  Jesus.  As  an  Association  we  have  no  missionaries  in  the 
field.  Allow  your  committee  to  suggest  that  we  take  steps  at  this  meeting  to 
put  an  efficient  man  beyond  Haw  river  in  Alamance  county.  There  is  only  one 
Baptist  church  in  the  county,  and  not  a  single  Baptist  minister. 

A  Mission  Board  of  seven  was  then  appointed  and  in  1872  reported  for  their 
chairman.  Elder  G.  W.  Purefoy  ;  they  appointed  a  meeting,  failed  to  get  a 
quorum  and  there  the  matter  dropped.  He  suggested  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  one  from  each  church  to  take  this  work  in  charge  and  his  sugges- 
tion adopted  for  1873,  the  committee  reported  for  their  chairman  Thos.  D. 
Oldham,  that  they  had  a  meeting  at  Chapel  Hill  in  March  and  of  their  number 
appointed  a  committee  of  four  to  whom  they  give  the  work.  This  committee 
had  employed  Elder  J.  H.  Vernon  to  preach  at  Company  Shops  and  Moore's 
School  House.  He  visited  Company  Shops  four  times  beginning  in  May.  On 
Tuesday  after  the  ist  Sabbath  in  September,  he  visited  Moore's  School  House 
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and  preached  every  niglit  for  one  week.     Bro.   Vernon  was  paid  $50  and  the 
committee  had  a  balance  of  $100.     The  same  committee  was  reappointed. 

In  1874,  the  chairman  of  the  committee  Thos.  D,  Oldham  reported  that  they 
had  employed  Elder  W.  T.  Farrow  for  three  quarters  of  his  time  from  January 
to  September,  and  that  he  had  preached  at  Graham  and  Moore's  School  House. 
The  Graham  church  was  organized,  added  to  the  Association  this  year.  Bro. 
Farrow  was  paid  $125.06  and  there  was  a  balance  in  hand  of  $35.38.  A  Mission 
Board  of  five  was  appointed. 

In  1875  the  Treasurer  of  the  Mission  Board,  E.  H.  Wilson,  reported  that  he 
had  paid  Elder  J.  H.  Vernon  $75.00,  S.  W.  Wescott  $33.00,  W.  B.  Harrell,$49.8o 
and  have  a  balance  of  $17.55.  There  is  nothing  in  the  minutes  to  show  where 
any  of  these  brethren  labored. 

In  1876  the  Treasurer,  E.  H.  Wilson,  reported  that  he  had  paid  Elder  W, 
B.  Harrell  $120.51  and  had  a  balance  of  $35.00.  At  this  session  the  entire 
mission  work  was  given  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  at  Raleigh,  during  this 
year  however,  Elder  R.  A.  Patterson  had  work,  Durham  had  done  voluntary 
mission  work  and  Belvin  church  was  added  to  the  Assocsation  as  the  result. 

In  1877  the  brethren  at  Durham  did  some  voluntary  mission  work,  ajid  an 
arm  of  the  Durham  church  was  reported  to  this  body  as  the  result. 

In  1878  the  brethren  at  Durham  continued  their  voluntary  mission  work  and 
the  arm  was  organized  into  Yates'  church,  they  had  done  a  like  work  at  Hop- 
kin's  Grove  and  an  arm  of  Durham  church  had  been  formed  there.  During 
this  year  Elder  R.  A.  Patterson  had  done  voluntary  mission  work  at  Moore's 
School  Flouse  and  a  church  was'  added  to  this  body  as  the  result.  At  this  ses- 
sion the  mission  was  organized  by  a  division  of  the  Association  into  four  sec- 
tions, a  committee  of  one  from  each  church  was  appointed  and  a  chairm.an  for 
each  section,  and  to  this  committee  the  entire  work  was  given. 

In  1879  the  committee  reported  per  their  Secretary,  L.  O.  Lougee,  that  they 
met  at  Yates'  church  in  September,  engaged  Elder  Jesse  Howell  to  do  mission 
work  and  that  he  had  preached  at  Hopkin's  Grove,  Union  Grove,  Colclough 
School  House,  Orange  Factory  and  Red  Mountain.  Bro  Howell  was  paid 
$294.00  and  the  committee  have  a  balance  of  $1.08. 

In  1S80  the  committee  reported  per  their  Secretary,  L.  O.  Lougee,  that  Elder 
R.  A.  Patterson  and  W.  L.  Wright  had  labored  under  appointment  of  the  com- 
mittee. Bro.  Patterson  in  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  Association  and  Bro. 
Wright  at  Graham.  Two  churches  had  been  organized  and  added  to  this  body, 
(Rose  of  Shax-on  and  Roberson's  Grove).  During  this  year  Elder  R.  T.  Byran 
and  others  had  done  voluntary  mission  Avork  and  Spring  Hill  church  was  added 
as  the  result.  Elder  Wright  was  paid  $50.00,  Elder  Patterson  $66.75  ^'^d  the 
committee  had  a  balance  of  $18.04. 

In  1881  the  committee  reported  per  their  Secretary,  L.  O.  Lougee,  that  Elder 
W.  L.  Wright  had  preached  at  Graham  and  Swepsonville,  Elder  Patterson  at 
Keith's  School  House;  Elder  J.  P.  Mason,  at  Colwell's  Grove,  Elder  J.  M. 
Hilliard  and  N.  R.  Pittman  at  Red  Mountain.  Bro.  Wright  was  paid  $125.00, 
Bro.  Hilliard  $50.00  and  Bro.  Pittman  $22.50.  The  Treasurer  then  had  a  bal- 
ance of  $46.54,  and  of  this  amount  25.00  was  given  to  the  State  Mission  Board, 
leaving  balance  in  hand  of  $21.54. 

In  1882  the  committee  reported  that  Elder  W.  L.  Wright  has  preached  at 
Graham,  Swepsonville  and  Red  Mountain.  At  Red  Mountain  a  church  has 
been  organized  and  a  good  house  built;  at  Swepsonville,  everything  is  hopeful. 
At  Keith's  School  House  a  church  has  been  organized  and  is  doing  well.  Bro. 
Wright  has  been  paid  $212.50  and  the  Treasurer  has  a  balance  of  $39.40.  Is 
this  success?  The  human  foundation  for  all  success  work  for  Christ  is  in  well 
informed  and  well  trained  churches.  Discontent  with  what  is  springing  from  a 
desire  for  something  better,  must  pervade  every  step  in  real  progress.

tion  : 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

Your  committee  would  note  with  pleasure  and  gratitude  the  increased  and 
spreading  interest  in  general  education  throughout  the  State.  In  our  own  de- 
nomination this  is  specially  gratifying  and  in  the  growing  patronage  of  our 
schools  and  colleges,  both  male  and  female.  Wake  Forest  College  was  never 
in  a  more  prosperous  condition,  and  this  too  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  at  present 
it  is  without  a  President.  This  vacancy  occurring  by  the  removal,  to  a  distant 
State,  of  our  esteemed  brother  and  former  President,  Rev.  T.  H.  Pritchard,  D. 
D.,  is  being  filled  most  acceptably  by  Rev.  Wm,  B.  Royall  as  chairman  of  the 
faculty.  The  present  session  has  opened  with  about  145  students,  and  the 
number  no  doubt  will  exceed  200  during  the  term.  Of  these  a  large  propor- 
tion are  young  ministers,  and  26  are  beneficiaries  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
During  the  past  year  our  Association  supported  two  of  these  beneficiaries  and 
we  recommend  the  adoption  of  Bro.  W.  S.  Olive  and  one  other  brother,  to  be 
designated  by  our  Board  of  Missions  as  the  beneficiaries  of  this  Association. 
The  schools  of  Rev.  R.  T.  Bryan,  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  brethren  Edwards  and 
Johnson,  at  Mt.  Vernon  Springs,  in  Chatham  county,  are  accessible  and  well 
worthy  of  your  patronage.  We  commend  them  and  urge  our  brethren  to  spare 
no  pains  and  expense  to  give  their  sons  and  daughters  a  fair  chance  for  increased  . 
usefulness  in  the  world  and  in  the  church,  by  the  use  of  a  liberal  and  sanctified 
education.

Our  Denominational  paper,  the  Biblical  Recorder^  continues  to  be  the  earnest, 
sound  defender  of  our  principles,  as  well  as  a  newspaper  for  the  family  and 
fireside  of  which  we  all  feel  proud.

On  motion,  Bro.  L.  O.  Lougee,  Treasurer  of  the  Mission. 
Board,  was  called  on  to  report,  who  read  the  report  as  follows  : 

Durham,  N.  C,  Oct.  3rd,  1882. 

Dear  Brethren: — In  my  last  report  to  the  Association,  I  gave  the  names 
of  four  points  we  were  occupying,  to  wit:  Red  Mountain,  Keith's  School 
House,  Swepsonville  and  Caldwell's  Grove. 

I  am  now  glad  to  report  that  at  Red  Mountain  we  have  a  substantial  house 
of  worship,  a  thorough  organization  with  a  good  and  lively  membership  of  22. 
Bro,  W.  L.  Wright  our  beloved  missionary  has  labored  faithfully  for  the  Master's 
cause  at  this  point,  as  the  results  mentioned  indicate.  Before  the  next  meet- 
ing of  this  body  it  Mall  be  self  sustaining  and  contributing  liberally  for  the 
spread  of  the  Gospel  in  other  destitute  sections  at  home  and  abroad. 

At  Keith's  School  house  another  church  is  organized,  the  fruits  of  our  labor, 
but  it  being  v/ithin  the  bounds  of  the  Flat  River  Association,  it  joined  them  at 
their  last  session. 

At  Swepsonville  the  prospect  is  very  encouraging,  good  congregations,  and 
a  desire  to  hear  the  word  preached.  Bro.  Swepson  intends  building  a  School 
house  soon,  for  use  until  he  can  get  a  house  of  worship  built.  I  believe  our 
missionary  should  continue  at  this  point,  for  it  will  pay  us,  though  no  church  ht 
organized  for  some  time,  to  have  the  people  hear  the  truth  proclaimed  as  we,  as 
a  denomination,  hold  it.  At  Caldwell's  Grove  we  have  not  yet  made  much 
headway  owing  to  the  sickness  of  our  dear  Bro.  J.  P.  Mason,  who  was  appointed 
to  do  missionary  work  at  this  place,  but  the  committee  who  has  visited  it  reports 
that  it  should  be  occupied,  and  are  making  arrangements  to  do  so  at  an  early  clay. 

Other  points  of  destitution  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  committee  at 
our  last  meeting  and  committees  appointed  to  visit  them. 

Brethren,  examine  for  yourselves  the  work  your  Mission  Committee  has  done 
for  the  past  two  or  three  years  and  see  whether  the  small  amounts  you  have 
contributed  have  paid,  or  in  other  words  estimate  the  value  of  one  soul,  the 
question  is  then  answered,  but  do  not  stop  yet,  examine  still  further  the  section 
of  country  within  our  bounds  and  see  the  vast  destitute  field  open  before  us; 
shall  we  let  it  alone,  or  shall  we  enter  ?  God  grant  that  we  may  be  baptized 
more  thoroughly  with  the  spirit  of  Missions,  that  we  may  consecrate  ourselves 
more  and  more  unto  this  glorious  work. 

At  our  meeting  in  January  we  adopted  Bro.  W.  S.  Olive  as  our  beneficiary, 
but  our  mission  and  educational  committee  men  have  reported  small  amounts 
collected  as  the  following  table  will  show.     (See  Financial  Table).

Missions : 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

We  are  advancing,  for  that  we  thank  God,  as  many  souls  have  been  converted 
to  Christ  in  the  last  80  years  as  in  preceeding  1800  years. 
OUR   CONTRIBITTIONS. 

During  the  last  year  Southern  Baptists  gave  more  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel 
in  heathen  lands  than  ever  before;  the  contributions  amounted  to  about  $50,000. 

Eleven  new  missionaries  have  been  appointed  since  our  last  meeting.  W.  S. 
Walker,  of  Georgia,  has  gone  to  Shanghai  to  hold  up  the  weary  hands  of 
Yates;  N.  W.  Holcomb  and  C.  W.  Pruitt  have  gone  to  help  Crawford,  at 
Tung  Chow;  P.  A.  Eubanks  and  wife  are  in  Africa;  Z.  C.  Taylor  and  wife  in 
Brazil;  and  W.  D.  Powel  and  wife,  and  Miss  Annie  J.  Mayberry  in  Mexico.  How 
the  earth  ought  to  be  bound  together  in  this  cause! 

Maryland  has  a  Graves,  Virginia  a  Taylor,  North  Carolina  a  Yates,  South 
Carolina  a  Miss  Whilden,  Georgia  a  Walker  and  Pruitt,  Mississippi  an  Eager 
and  Simmons,  and  so  on.  We  should  praise  God  that  we  have  such  men  and 
we  ought  to  support  them. 

But  $50,000  from  a  half  million  of  Christians,  is  that  enough  ?  In  our  own 
Association  last  year  we,  2632  members,  gave  $163.43.  That  is  better  than 
some,  but  is  that  enough  ?  Men  need  information — give  it  to  them.  Take  the 
Foreign  Mission  JoMrnal  and  every  one  read  it  and  talk  about  it.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  member  of  each  church  appointed  to  act  as  agent  for  Foreign 
Missions,  also  represent  evangelically  the  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  and  that  a 
sermon  of  facts  and  figures  be  preached  at  least  once  a  year.

CONSTITUTION. 


Art.  I.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the   Mt.   Zion  Baptist  Association, 

Art.  2.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  Tuesday  after  the  first  Sun- 
day in  October  and  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers  belonging  to,  and  of 
members  chosen  annually  by  the  several  churches  belonging  to  this  body,  who 
by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches  certifying  their  appointment, 
shall  be  entitled  to  seats. 

Art.  3.  The  number  of  delegates  from  each  church  shall  be  three,  and  one 
additional  delegate  for  each  Sabbath  school  connected  with  that  church,  who 
shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist  church. 

Art.  4,  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  state  the  number  baptized, 
received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by  letter,  excluded  and  died  during  the 
past  year,  the  total  number  in  fellowship,  and  the  amount  paid  as  pastor's 
salary,  incidejital  expenses,  minute  fund,  for  the  poor,  State,  Foreign  and  In- 
dian missions.  Education,  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  and  Sabbath  schools.  These 
and  all  other  matters  of  finance  connected  with  the  churches,  and  the  number 
of  copies  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  taken  by  the  churches,  shall  be  published 
in  the  m,inutes. 

Art.  5,  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches. 

Art.  6.  In  all  their  discussions  and  acts,  this  Association  shall  recognize 
Christ  as  the  only  lawgiver  of  Zion,  and  that  every  individual  church  is  an 
independent  body,  with  executive  but  no  legislative  power. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Association  when  requested  by  aggrieved 
churches  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send  committees 
to  aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  a  church  is  aggrieved  with 
the  majority,  upon  application,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  consideration. 
Individual  application  will  not  be  entertained. 

Art.  8.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church 
that  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the 
religion  as  taught  in  the  Bible,  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true 
teachings  thereof. 

Art.  9.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  a  Moderator,  a  Clerk,  a  Historian, 
a  Treasurer  and  an  Auditor. 

Art.  10.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  pre- 
side at  all  the  meetings  of  this  body^ 

Art.  II.  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  and  hold  his  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  body.  He  shall  during  all  the  session  of  the  same  keep  a  faith- 
ful record  of  its  proceedings,  and  have  the  minutes  published  and  distributed  to 
the  churches  according  to  the  amount  paid  by  each  for  said  object.  He  shall 
be  paid  ten  dollars  each  year  out  of  the  minute  fund  for  his  work. 

Art.  12.  The  Historian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  and  hold  his 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  same,  and  shall  collect  and  put  in  some  dura- 
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ble  form  all  facts  of  interest  about  each  of  the  churches,  and  report  to  each 
session  of  this  body. 

Art.  13.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  and  hold  his 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  same,  and  shall  receive  and  pay  over  to  the 
proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  by  the  churches,  and  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  14.  The  Auditor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  and  hold  his 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  same,  and  shall  annually  examine  the  Treas- 
urer's books,  and  see  that  they  are  kept  in  an  intelligent  business  like  way,  and 
attest  the  report. 

Art.  15.  Any  member  of  this  Association  visiting  other  similar  bodies,  shall 
be  authorized  to  represent  us  therein. 

Art.  16.  This  Association  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
in  all  its  Educational,  Mission,  Sabbath  school  and  other  work. 

Art.  17.  Baptist  churches,  on  application  for  admission  into  this  body,  shall 
be  received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  satisfactory  evidence  is  given  that 
they  are  truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  18.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual 
meeting,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  year  1883  marks  an  era  in  educational  interest  among  Baptists 
in  North  Carolina.  A  foundation  having  been  laid  years  ago,  there 
has  been  a  steady  and  healthy  growth  all  through  the  years.  To-day 
we  have  a  school  for  the  education  of  our  young  men  equal  to  any  in 
the  State.  The  peiinanency  of  the  school  is  an  established  fact ; 
but  the  question  this  year  before  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  is, 
Will  they  so  endow  and  equip  their  school  that  it  will  do  the  impor- 
tant work  which  it  can  and  ought  to  do  ?  Prof  C  E  Taylor  is  now 
before  the  brethren  asking  them  to  complete  to  $100,000  the  endow- 
ment of  Wake  Forest  College.  Within  the  last  ten  months  |20,000 
in  cash  have  been  paid  into  the  college  treasury,  $15,000  more  have 
been  pledged,  mostly  in  large  sums,  by  reliable  brethren,  to  be  paid 
before  the  end  of  the  year.  Twelve  thousand  dollars  are  still  lack- 
ing, and  the  time  is  short.  This  movement  will  either  be  a  success 
or  a  failure  on  the  31st  of  December,  1883. 

As  we  look  over  the  State  and  the  South  we  see  numbers  of  use- 
ful and  godly  men  who  have  gone  out  from  our  school ;  they  are  an 
honor  alike  to  the  school  and  to  our  denomination.  This  fact  alone 
should  move  every  Baptist  with  a  desire  to  have  a  part  in  training 
yet  more  such  men.  Wake  Forest  must  have  $100,000  endowment, 
and  we  must  give  our  share.  While  we  are  helping  to  do  this  per- 
manent w^ork  for  the  college,  we  must  continue  our  aid  to  the  young 
men  now  at  school  and  receiving  help  from  the  Board.  There  are 
35  such  men  at  Wake  Forest  and  the  Seminary,  and  of  these  Mt. 
Zion  Association  supports  two.  Let  us  then  recognize  the  importance 
of  sending  regular  and  large  contributions  to  the  Educational  Board, 
We  can't  afford  not  to  have  a  good  share  in  this  work.

Elder  J.  J.  Lansdell  read  the  report  on  tlie  Development 
of  the  Churches : 

REPORT  ON  CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT. 

A  cliurcli  of  Christ  is,  among  other  features,  a  congregation  of 
saved  sinners.  As  such,  each  member,  as  well  as  the  church  in  the 
aggregate,  should  earnestly  enquire  his  or  her  duty  and  seize  first  op- 
portunities for  the  discharge  of  duty.  Land  must  not  only  be  cleared 
and  fenced,  but  the  soil  must  be  tilled  to  reap  a  profitalDle  harvest, 
and  the  work  in  each  department  must  be  done  in  its  season.  In  this 
way  the  strength  of  the  soil  is  developed.  It  is  just  so  in  church 
work.     As  labor  developes  na,tural  things  so  it  does  spiritual  graces. 

1.  First  of  all  we  need  more  spirituality.  This  gives  the  churches 
of  Christ  their  real  power.     Without  this  all  else  is  a  blasted  shell. 

The  gospel  plan  of  church  membership  supposes  that  all  church 
members  are  born  of  the  Spirit.  But  spirituality  is  a  subject  of  cul- 
ture and  development.  The  churches  and  the  pastors  ought  to  seek 
to  draw  out  the  gifts  of  the  brethren,  in  praying  in  public  and  in  ex- 
hortation. It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  singing  has  been 
cultivated  so  successfully  among  our  churches  during  the  last  ten  or 
fifteen  years.  And  the  same  amount  of  diligence  will  deveop  gifts 
in  pu])lic  prayer  and  exhortation  in  equal  proportion  to  the  gift  of 
singing.  There  is  too  much  deficiency  in  some  of  our  churches  in 
public  prayer  and  exhortation.  There  can  be  improvement  at  this 
point,  and  we  urge  an  effort  in  that  direction. 

2.  Tlie  spirit  of  liberality  ought  to  be  constantly  kept  before  our 
churches.  Our  prayers  and  a.lms  ought  to  go  up  before  Grod  together. 
We  need  not  look  for  a  time  when  there  will  be  no  demand  upon  the 
churches  for  contributions  to  advance  the  ca.use  of  Christ.  AVhen 
the  time  comes  that  Cliristia.ns  need  not  pray,  just  then  will  be  the 
time  when  they  need  not  give,  and  not  until  then.  And  we  ought 
to  be  punctual  in  our  offerings.  The  important  matter  is,  how  to 
secure  this  development. 

1st.  By  our  pastors  x^reaching  these  points.  A  man  vv^ho  fails  to 
preach  of  liberality  fails  to  ]3reach  the  whole  gospel  as  much  as  if  he 
failed  to  preach  on  prayer.  And  v/e  need  more  preaching  and  more 
pastoral  work.  Every  church  that  can  ought  to  have  preaching  every 
Sabbath.     They  need  pastors,  not  mere  visitors. 

2d,  By  deacons'  work.  The  deacons  ought  to  be  men  of  Grod,  ap- 
proved for  their  works  of  faith  and  labors  of  love.  They  should  be 
leaders  in  liberality,  and  if  pastors  will  not  preach  on  this  subject 
the  deacons  ought  to  exhort  on  it. 

3d.  By  Sabbath  School  work.  This  ought  to  be  the  initial.  The 
pastor  and  deacons,  the  brethren  and  sisters,  and  all  the  children  in 
the  neighborhood  ought  to  be  in  the  Sabbath  School,  and  the  young 
ought  to  be  brought  up  with  the  idea  that  liberality  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  Cliristian  system. 

We  think  much  good  might  grow  out  of  an  annual  or  semi-annual 
pastors'  conference,  to  talk  to  each  other  about  the  work,  to  devise 
plans  for  usefulness  and  pray  together  for  the  success  of  their  work.

THIRD  DAY— Morning  Session. 

Thursday,  Oct.  11th,  1883. 

The  Association  met  and'spent  half  an  hour  in  religious 
exercises. 

The  Moderator  then  called  the  Association  to  order. 

The  proceedings  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  subject  of  Foreign  Missions  was  taken  from  the  table 
for  further  discussion,  and  remarks  were  made  by  Bro.  N. 
B.  Brougbton,  Elders  M.  D,  Jeffries  and  R.  A.  Patterson. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Elder  W.  L.  Wright  read  the  report  on  Slate  Missions: 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

What  we  call  State  Missions  is  the  work  of  giving  the  gospel  to  the 
destitute  sections  of  North  Carolina.  The  work  is  done  by  various 
agencies. 

1.  By  the  State  Mission  Board,  composed  of  seventy-tvfo  ministers 
and  laymen  from  every  Association  in  North  Carolina  east  of  the 
Blue  Sidge.  This  Board  is  located  in  Raleigh,  and  has  an  office  with 
an  active  and  efficient  Secretary,  Bro.  John  E.  Ray. 

2.  By  Association al  Boards  or  Committees. 

3.  By  churches  taking  certain  destitute  points  and  developing 
them. 

4.  By  voluntary  work  on  the  part  of  pastors. 

5.  By  layman  holding  prayer-meetings  and  organizing  and  helping 
to  sustain  Sunday  Schools  in  destitute  sections. 

THE   WORK   OF  THE    STATE  BOARD. 

For  many  years  this  Board  has  done  a  most  noble  work,  and  each 
year  the  v/ork  is  growing.  The  following  items  will  show  the  work 
for  three-quarters  of  this  year:  Missionaries,  54;  sermons,  2,001; 
churches  supplied,  66 ;  stations,  88 ;  protracted  meetings,  29 ;  prof es- 
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sions,  348;  weeks  of  labor,  864;  prayer  meetings,  591;  religious  visits, 
S,468;  baptisms,  251;  added  by  letter,  107;  clmrclies  organized,  7; 
churches  finished,  C ;  churches  building,  12 ;  Sunday  Schools,  QQ ;  paid 
to  Missionaries  since  last  November,  $3,000;  now  due  them,  $2,100. 
These  facts  are  encouraging  except  the  debt  upon  the  Board.  The 
Mt.  Zioii  Association  is  pledged  for  $100  to  this  work.  Let  us  go  be- 
yond tills  pledge  and  go  up  to  the  Convention  with  no  debt. 

THE  WORK  11^  OUK  ASSOCIATION   SINCE  LAST  MEETING. 

Rev.  C.  E.  Gower  has  labored  since  January  1st  at  Graham  and 
Mebanesvilie.  lie  reports  as  follows :  Baptized,  1 ;  received  by  let- 
ter, 1;  sermons,  40;  the  field  has  contributed  to  benevolent  objects. 
^18.00;  to  his  support,  §90.00.  Sunday  Schools  at  Graham,  Mebane- 
viile  and  Belmont  prosperous. 

Rev.  R.  A.  Patterson  has  labored  at  Betheden  since  last  Associa- 
tion, and  a  church  has  been  organized  with  23  members.  Baptized 
since,  4;  received  by  letter,  3;  making  a  membership  of  30.  A  five 
acre  lot  has  been  purchased  and  some  v>^ork  done  towards  a  building. 
The  Sunday  School  numbers  48. 

Rev.  W.  L.  Wright  labored  at  Red  Mountain  from  the  meeting  of 
the  Association  till  January,  at  which  time  the  church  became  self- 
supporting.  Since  that  time  he  has  baptized.  The  church  has  ex- 
pended |d00  in  ceiling  the  church,  'putting  in  stoves,  &c. ,  and  has 
contributed  to  benevolent  objects  |50.00.  They  have  also  added  by 
gift  tvv^o  acres  to  the  church  lot,  making  five  in  all. 

Bro.  "Wright  has  also  labored  at  Swepsonville  during  the  past  year. 
He  held  an  eight  days'  meeting  after  which  a  church  of  five  members 
was  constituted,  and  there  are  five  more  to  join  by  letter  at  the  next 
meeting.  A  Sunday  School  will  be  organized  soon  and  work  will  be 
done  in  the  direction  of  securing  a  lot  and  building  a  church.  This 
field  has  given  to  the  support  of  the  gospel,  ^40.00  this  year. 

THE   MISSION  WORK  IN  OUR   ASSOCIAIION  SINCE  1871. 

For  a  part  of  this  time  there  has  been  no  ©rganized  effort,  so  that 
our  active  work  covers  only  about  six  years.  There  has  been  eleven 
churches  organized  and  nine  houses  built.  Their  church  property  is 
worth  more  than  $6,000;  their  membership  numbers  above  500,  and 
their  contributions  to  State  Missions,  Foreign  Missions  and  Ministe- 
rial Education  amounted  to  more  than  $500.  The  whole  amount 
paid  to  missionaries  who  did  this  work,  to  date,  $1,577.  We  see 
that  $500  of  this  amount  has  already  returned  into  benevolent  chan- 
nels and  it  will  all  and  more  come  back  within  the  next  few  years. 
So,  financially,  our  mission  work  has  paid  several  hundred  per  cent 
on  the  original  investment.  This,  however,  is  the  last  consideration. 
That  membership  of  500!  Their  infiuence  for  good  in  time,  their 
pra^ises  through  eternity !  Surely  our  labors  have  been  blessed !  Let 
us  thank  God,  take  courage  and  go  forward.

We  would  urge  our  pastors  to  seek  opportunities  for  doing 
voluntary  mission  work,  and  our  laymen  to  conduct  prayer  meetings 
and  Sunday  Schools  in  destitute  sections. 

3rd.  The  mission  work  in  this  Association  has  been  a  means  of 
grace  to  the  older  churches. 

4th.  There  is  much  destitution  in  our  very  midst  yet.  Let  us  en- 
large and  press  our  w^ork,  doing  more  the  coming  year  than  ever  be- 
fore.

Afternoon  Session. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator. 
Elder  C.  C.  Newton  read  the  report  on  Domestic  and  In- 
dian Missions  : 

REPORT  ON  DOMESTIC  AND  INDIAN  MISSIONS. 

The  field  of  operations  of  this  Board  is  very  extensive,  embracing 
the  South  and  West.  The  Board  does  not  supplant  or  do  the  work 
of  State  Boards,  but  appoints  missiona^ries  throughout  this  broad 
scope  of  country  where  the  destitution  is  the  greatest.  The  receipts 
for  the  year  were  1-45,000.  It  employed  95  persons  who,  under  the 
blessings  of  God,  have  done  much  towards  building  up  the  v/aste 
places  of  Zion. 

The  three  most  important  points  of  the  Home  Mission  work  are : 

1.  ISiEW  Orleain'S. — Rev.  S.  Landrum,  of  Coliseum  Place  Church, 
and  Rev.  M.  C.  Cole,  of  the  1st  Church,  are  earnestly  engaged  in 
preaching  the  pure  word  in  this  benighted  city.  The  1st  Church 
had  a  debt  of  ^ilO,000  hanging  over  it  and  crushing  it  down.  This 
has  been  reduced  to  §'4,000,  and  arrangements  made  to  meet  that. 
We  confidently  look  for  great  results  here. 

2.  Among  the  Chinese  in  California,  where  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Hartwell 
and  Mrs.  Sandford  are  meeting  with  encouraging  success.  Let  us 
plant  in  these  hearts  the  seeds  of  the  gosr)el,  so  that  when  they  re- 
turn to  their  country,  should  they  ever  do  so,  they  may  spread  the 
seeds  of  truth  among  the  400,000,000  of  their  countrymen. 

3.  Among  the  Indians  in  the  Indian  Territory.  It  was  once  thought 
that  the  Indians  could  never  be  christianized,  but  now  this  thought 
is  forever  exploded.     There  is  no  minister  among  us  whose  labors 
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iiave  been  so  abundantly  blessed  as  Dr.  Buckner's  among  the  Indians. 

The  Levering  Mission  School  is  also  doing  a  grand  work.

Elder  J.  C.  Wilson  read  the  report  on  Building  Houses 
of  Worship: 

REPORT  ON  BUILDING-  HOUSES  OF  WORSHIP. 

Tour  eoimnittee  is  glad  to  be  able  to  report  some  improvement  in 
church  building.  Fifty  years  back  our  fathers  worsliipped  in  ex- 
ceedingly uncomfortable  and  unattractive  houses,  being  built  in 
many  instances  of  logs  daubed  with  mortar,  without  ventilation,  or 
means  of  heating.  Of  later  years  framed  houses  have  taken  the 
place  of  log  houses,  and  ceiling  the  place  of  mortar,  and  stoves  are 
used  for  heating.  But  improvement  in  this  direction  has  not  yet 
reached  its  climax.  Most  of  our  country  church  houses,  and  some 
in  our  towns,  are  so  badly  constructed  that  they  are  more  adapted 
to  farm  or  warehouses  than  to  the  worship  of  God.  The  more  com- 
fortable a  workman  is  situated,  and  the  more  pleasant  his  surround- 
ings, the  better  service  wdll  he  render.  Hence,  to  w^orship  God  in  an 
acceptable  manner,  we  must  be  comfortably  situated,  with  pleasant 
surroundings.  This  is  impossible  in  a  large  majority  of  our  houses 
of  worship,  owing  to  their  ill  construction  and  incompleteness. 

In  some  sections  we  need  fewer  houses  and  better  houses  ;  in  other 
sections  w^e  need  more  houses  and  better  houses.  Experience  and 
observation  have  taught  us  that  nuich  depends  on  the  construction 
of  a  house  to  be  adapted  to  the  worship  of  God  ;  as  such  the  temple 
w^as  built  by  divine  devisal.     Experience  also  teaches  us  that  suita- 
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ble  houses,  properly  constructed,  can  be  built  at  nearly  the  same  cost 
as  unsuitable  ones  improperly  constructed. 

We  are  of  the  oi^inion,  judging  from  experience  and  observation, 
that  there  are  but  few,  if  any  churches  in  our  Association,  in  need  of 
a  better  church  house,  that  is  not  amj)ly  able  to  build  it.  In  order 
to  encourage  improvement  and  progress  in  church  building  in  the 
bounds  of  our  Association,  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
committee,  consisting  of  three  judicious  brethren,  to  give  designs 
and  advice  in  erecting  houses  of  worship  at  all  our  mission  points 
where  houses  are  needed,  and  at  all  other  places  where  inform.ation 
is  desired.  J.  C.  Wilson,

We  would  urge  that  all  our  church  mem.bers,  old  as  well  as  young, 
attend  our  Sunday  schools,  and  labor  in  them  and  make  them  ever- 
green. We  would  urge  that  teachers  and  scholars  be  more  diligent 
in  the  study  of  the  word  of  God.  We  urge  the  schools  to  purchase 
all  the  needed  helps  in  the  way  of  books  and  maps,  and  report  all 
their  contributions,  so  that  we  may  see  the  development  in  benevo- 
lence. The  one  great  leading  aim  of  all  Sunday  school  workers,  is 
to  lea.d  souls  to  Christ.  G-.  P.  Moore,

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Mt.  Zion  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. 

Art.  2.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  Tuesday  after  the  first  Sun- 
day in  October  and  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers  belonging  to,  and  of 
members  chosen  annually  by  the  several  churches  belonging  to  this  body,  who 
by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches  certifying  their  appointment 
shall  be  entitled  to  seats. 

Art.  3.  The  number  of  delegates  from  each  church  shall  be  three,  and  one 
additional  delegate  for  each  Sabbath  School  connected  with  that  church,  who 
shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist  Church. 

Art.  4.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  state  the  number  baptized,  re- 
ceived by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by  letter,  excluded  and  died  during  the  past 
year,  the  total  number  in  fellowship,  and  the  amount  paid  as  pastor's  salary,  in- 
cidental expenses,  minute  fund,  for  the  poor,  State,  Foreign  and  Indian  Missions, 
Education.  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  and  Sabbath  Schools.  These  and  all  other 
matters  of  finance  connected  with  the  churches,  and  the  number  of  copies  of 
the  Biblical  Recorder  \'&k.&\\  by  the  churches  shall  be  published  in  the  minutes. 

Art.  5.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches. 

Art.  6.  In  all  their  discussions  and  acts  this  Association  shall  recognize 
Christ  as  the  only  lawgiver  of  Zion,  and  that  every  individual  church  is  an  in- 
dependent body,  with  executive  but  no  legislative  powers. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Association  when  requested  by  aggrieved 
churches  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send  committees 
to  aid  them  m  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  a  church  is  aggrieved  with 
the  majority,  upon  application,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  consideration. 
Individual  applications  will  not  be  entertained. 

Art.  8.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church  that 
shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  religion 
as  taught  in  the  Bible,  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true  teachings 
thereof. 

Art.  9.  The  officers  of  this  body  shall  be  a  Moderator,  a  Clerk  and  Treas- 
urer, a  Historian,  and  an  Auditor. 

Art.  to.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot  and  shall  preside 
at  all  the  meetings  of  this  body. 

Art.  II.  The  Clerk  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  and  hold  his  office  during  th« 
pleasure  of  the  body.  He  shall  during  all  the  session  of  the  same  keep  a  faith- 
ful record  of  its  proceedings  and  have  the  minutes  published  and  distributed  to 
the  churches  according  to  the  amount  paid  by  each  for  said  object.  He  shall 
be  paid  fifteen  dollars  each  year  out  of  the  minute  fund  for  this  work. 

Art.  12.  The  Historian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  and  hold  his 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  same,  and  shall  collect  and  put  in  some  dura- 
ble form  all  facts  of  interest  about  each  of  the  churches,  and  report  at  each  ses- 
sion of  this  body. 

Art.  13.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  and  hold  his 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  same,  and  shall  receive  and  pay  over  to  the 
proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  by  the  churches,  and  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  14.  The  Auditor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  and  hold  his  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  same,  and  shall  annually  examine  the  Treasurer's 
books  and  see  that  they  are  kept  in  an  intelligent  business-like  way,  and  attest 
the  report. 
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Art.  15.  Any  member  of  this  Association  visiting  other  similar  bodies  shall 
be  authorized  to  represent  us  therein. 

Art.  16.  This  Association  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
in  all  its  Educational,  Mission,  Sabbath  School  and  other  work. 

Art.  17.  Baptist  churches,  on  application  for  admission  into  this  body,  shall 
be  received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  satisfactory  evidence  is  given  that 
they  are  truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  18.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  maybe  made  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing, two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring.
